PEOPLE  who  look  to  governments  for 
"security"  and  administrations  which 
promise  it  alike  arc  seeking  that  which 
never  has  been  granted  to  human  kind 
Man  was  promised  his  living  bv  the  sweat 
of  his  brow,  and  where  he  wastes  his  sub- 
stance he  will  want  in  spite  of  all  human 
devices  to  render  it  otherwise  Nowhere  in 
her  system  does  nature  offer  security  to 
anyone  or  to  any  thing  Her  way  is  the  law 
of  change  and  succession,  or  replacement 
and  fulfillment;  but  never  the  unalterable, 
the  fixed  or  the  guaranteed.  It  is  defeat- 
ism in  the  Individual  to  seek  “security"  in 
living,  a misunderstanding  of  the  function 
of  life  Itself. 

It  was  not  so  that  the  pioneers  of  this  land 
lived,  when  there  were  few  governments  to 
do  things  for  them.  They  jnet  the  wilder- 
ness on  its  own  terms.  and  pushed  it  back. 
Men  and  women  worked  together  to  found 
their  homes,  raise  their  children,  and  u'rest 
a competence  from  what  the  land  had  to 


offer  them.  That  was  much.  A*  hundred 
years  ago  the  pioneers  of  Canada  had  their 
roots  m the  soil  They  tilled  the  land  and 
gathered  its  increase.  They  helped  one 
another  They  improved  their  condition, 
and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  nation. 
They  had  time  for  the  Sabbath,  and  over 
man  they  knew  there  was  God. 

Something  happens  to  the  human  entity 
when  “security"  becomes  such  a constant 
cry  in  men's  throats  It  Is  a second-rate 
vision,  a turning  away  from  the  challenge 
which  is  life.  To  each  was  given  various 
talents,  but  to  all  the  richness  of  earth  and 
what  it  will  produce.  Society  takes  a step 
in  the  wrong  direction  when  it  turns  its 
back  upon  that.  Each  age  is  a pioneering 
one,  and  to  each  is  offered  widening  chances 
of  development.  It  is  a neglect  of  self-de- 
velopment  to  seek  security  without  having 
earned  it.  to  attempt  to  reap  without  hav- 
ing sown.  No  government  can  produce 
what  people  do  not  in  themselves  create. 


Loan  Provision  Should  Help  Flood  Victims 


THE  provision  whereby  flood  victims  may 
invoke  the  National  Housing  Act 
through  loans  to  effect  repairs  to 
damaged  homes  is  one  rpore  worth-while 
step  In  coping  with  the  ravages  of  the  recent 
British  Columbia  disaster.  There  are  many 
victims  to  whom  this  provision  will  no 
doubt  be  of  considerable  benefit.  The  com- 
pensation promised  because  of  the  national 
character  of  the  flood  situation  Is  not 
likely  to  mean  10D  per  cent  rehabilitation 
in  most  cases. 

One  trusts  that  this  new  measure  will  be 
given  some  priority  and  that  no  unneces- 
sary delay  will  occur  in  having  loan  appli- 
cations dealt  with  To  the  man  with  a 
damaged  home  speed  will  be  the  essence  of 


the  remedy,  and  the  urge  to  put  his  dwell- 
ing back  into  habitable  shape  will  be  com- 
pelling. Some  arrangement  will  also  have 
to  be  made  to  ensure  that  building  supplies 
are  made  available,  otherwise  the  loan 
would  be  a credit  entry,  worthless  until  It 
could  be  transformed  into  action 

Presumably  such  loans  will  be  related  to 
whatever  recompense  an  individual  is  to 
receive  from  Dominion  and  provincial  flood 
relief  appropriations.  If  procedure  could 
be  evolved  to  offset  one  against  the  other  it 
would  simplify  the  assistance  thus  given, 
as  well  ns  speeding  up  rehabilitation  meas- 
ures In  general  This  further  contribution 
by  Federal  authorities  in  the  Interests  of 
flood  victims  will  be  welcomed  It  should 
aid  materially. 


Israel's  Protests  I nlikely  to  More  Canada 


FOR  a state  whose  age  is  numbered  only 
In  weeks,  Israel  seems  already  to  be 
getting  too  big  for  its  breeches  It 
verges  on  the  ludicrous  when  this  little 
new-born  state  shows  the  temerity  to  criti- 
cize Canada  on  any  action  the  Dominion 
Government  sees  fit  to  take  to  restrain  its 
own  men  of  military  age  from  leaving 
Canada  for  Israel  during  th,e  truce 
The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  Israel  s 
protest  to  the  United  Nations  Is  that  the 
Jewish  state  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  use 
the  breathing  spell  given  by  the  truce  to 
reinforce  its  own  army  by  recruiting  men 
from  other  nations.  This  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  one  of  the  terms  of  the  truce 
was  that  neither  Jew  nor  Arab  should 
use  It  to  gain  military  advantage  , 


It  appears  to  be  a case  of  the  pot  calling 
the  kettle  black,  then,  when  Mr.  Aubrey 
Eban.  Israel  representative  to  Lake  Success, 
charges  that  Canada  overstepped  the  pro- 
visions of  the  United  Nations  armistice. 
One  can  easily  Imagine  the  wail  of  protest 
that  would  go  up  from  Israel  if  Canada  had 
not  applied  the  restraints  complained  of 
and  men  had  gone  from  here  to  fight  for  the 
Arabs. 

According  to  statements  made  in  Ot- 
tawa the  Dominion  Government  has  Inter- 
preted the  terms  of  the  truce  to  mean  that 
men  of  military  age  should  not  be  allowed 
to  leave  this  country  to  fight  for  either  side, 
and  is  acting  accordingly.  That  seems  to 
be  an  eminently  fair  and  Impartial  posi- 
tion to  take. 


New  German  Currency 


Bv  w.  N.  EWER 

NO  one  need  quarrel  with  Marshal  Sokolov- 
sky's statement  that  the  creation  of  a new 
currency  system  In  the  three  Western 
Zones  has  "completed  the  disunion  of  Germany* 
That  Is  lamentably  true.  ( 

But  neither  currency  reform  nor  any  other 
action  of  the  Western  Powers  has  caused  that 
disunion  They  are  not  its  cause  but  Its  un- 
avoidable consequence. 

Really  decisive  steps  in  the  whole  evolution 
were  taken  in  the  very  first  months  of  Allied 
occupation — and  by  the  Russians  themselves. 

It  was  they  who  dropped  between  the  East 
and  West  an  "iron  curtain"  across  which  there 
has  not— for  now  nearly  three  years— been  any 
free  movement  either  for  persons  or  for  goods. 
It  is  they  who,  again  and  again,  have  refused  to 
agree  to  the  restoration  of  such  freedom  of 
movement.  It  was  they  who,  In  flagrant  breach 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Potsdam  agreement, 
carried  out.  Irt  the  first  months,  a series  of 
sweeping  economic  changes  In  the  Eastern  Zone 
without  even  discussing  them  with  the  Western 
Allies 

Whether  the  changes  were  good  or  bad  is 
Irrelevant.  The  point  is  that  they  were  carried 
out  unilaterally,  that  they  effectively  destroyed 
the  economic  unity  of  the  country,  and  made. 
Impossible  that  common  economic  policy  which 
the  Potsdam  protocol  had  declared  to  be 
essential. 

NO  JOINT  CURRENCY 

One  consequence  of  that  Initial  Russian 
breakaway,  and  of  the  continued  Insistence  of 
the  Russians  on  following  in  the  Eastern  Zone 
an  entirely  separate  policy  of  their  own.  has 
been  to  render  impossible  the  carrylng-out  of 
ahy  Joint  currency  reform*  for  the  whole  of 
Germany. 

Yet  from  the  first  days  It  has  been  obvious 
to  everybody  concerned  that  currency  reform 
was  an  essential  condition  Tor  toooongc  recovery. 

The  Allies  took  over  the  administration  of  a 
country  in  which  the  note  circulation  had  already 
been  dangerously  Inflated.  It  was  In  IMS.  ten 
times  what  It  had  been  in  IWt.  They  added  to 
the  inflation  themselves  by  adding  to  the  exist- 
ing mass  of  Reichmarks  their  own  issue  of 
“Allied  Occupation  marks'’  That  was  for  the 
moment  unavoidable  Nor  would  it  have  mattered 
much  had  it  been  a controlled  and  temporary 
measure. 

But  it-  was  neither.  To  »hls  day.  the  Western 
Allies  do  not  know  what  is  the  amount  of  "Allied 
occupation  marks"  which  hav#  been  printed 
and  put  Into  circulation  by  the  Russians  The 
results  have  been  disastrous  Without  a con- 


trolled and  stable  currency  all  sane  economy 
and  financial  planning  has  been  Impossible. 
The  vast  discrepancy  between  the  pegged  level 
or  wages  and  prices  and  tire  amount  of  money 
in  circulation  has  produced  a barter  and  black 
market  system  which  has  played  havoc  with 
ali  rationing  and  all  control. 

Because  there  was  no  confidence  in  the 
currency,  commodities  have  been  hoarded  and 
withheld  from  sale— or  have  not  been  produced. 
There  has  been  a fatal  shortage  of  goods  for 
export:  for  no  manufacturer  would  sell  to  the 
Impori  and  Export  Board  at  controlled  prices 
for  dubious  marks  if  he  could  avoid  It. 

Germany  has  had  the  grotesque  experience 
of  a "cigarette  currency."  For  years  you  could 
buy  thing*  for  packets  of  British  or  American 
cigarettes  which  simply  could  not  be  had  for 
marks  at  almost  any  price. 

WESTERN  DILEMMA 

The  Western  Allies  have  been  faced  by  an 
Inescapable  dilemma.  Economic  recovery  was 
Impossible  without  a drastic  currency  reform 
which  would  give  the  country  a money  in 
which  sellers  could  have  confidence,  and  a price- 
wage  system  having  some  sane  relation  to  the 
volume  of  pash  in  existence.  Currency  reform 
would  not  In  itself  bring  about  economic  re- 
covery: but  It  eras  an  essential  condition  and 
pre-requisite  for  recovery.  Yet  currency  reform 
was  Impossible  because  Four-Power  agreement 
on  any  project  was  not  to  be  had 

A choice  had  sooner  or  later  to  be  made. 
And  In  the  lohg  run  there  could  only  be  one 
choice.  Economic  necessity  had  to  outweigh 
political  desirability.  Acceptance  of  the  in- 
evitability of  partition  had  to  be  preferred  to 
acceptance  of  the  inevitability  of  collapse. 

The  derision  was  postponed  again  and  again 
in  the  vain  hope  that  Four-Power  agreement 
might  still  be  possible.  It  has  been  a coetly 
delay,  though,  perhaps  — I am  by  po  means 
sure  — poll  llcally  wise.  Rut  when  Marshal 
Sokolovsky,  by  his  exit  from  the  Control  Council, 
brought  Four- Power  government  to  an  end, 
there  was  no  longer  any  case  at  ail  for  further 
delay.  The  decision  was  taken.  With  It  the 
division  of  Oennany  becomes  complete.  Or 
rather,  the  fact  of  division  la  completely  accepted. 
And  the  policy  of  the  Western  Allies  la  at  Iasi, 
based  not  on  fiction  but  on  reality. 

Marshal  Sokolovsky  Is  right  when  he  eays 
that  the  division  1*  now  complete  Bui  he  should 
have  added  that  this  completion  Is  simply  the 
logical  end  of  a process  which  had  been 
Inevitable  since  the  first  derisive  steps  towards 
partition  were  taken  by  the  Soviet  Oovemmrnt 
In  the  Autumn  of  1945

WHAT  hopes  are  there  that  the 
truce  agreed  to  between  the 
Arabs  and  Jews  on  the  basis  of  the 
British  resolution  adopted  by  the 
United  Nations  Security  Council,  will 
lead  to  a final  settlement  of  the  Pales- 
tine problem? 

If  hopes  are  based  on  the  statements 
which  continue  to  be  issued  by  both 
sides,  there  can  be  little  optimism. 
Arab  leaders  still  Insist  there  can  be 
no  peace  in  Palestine  while  the  Jews 
continue  to  claim  a Zionist  State  in  a 
land  where  the  majority  of  the  popu- 
lation is  Arab. 

Unless  some  progress  Is  made  in  the 
discussions  with  the  mediator.  Count 
Bernadotte.  it  Is  useless  for  Britain, 
America  or  anyone  else  to  put  forward 
a new  plan. 

Count  Bernadotte  has  a herculean 
task  before  him  He  has  shown  him- 
self a wise  and  patient  negotiator  al- 
ready, and  if  he  can  bring  the  two 
sides  to  settlement  he  will  earn  the 
gratitude  of  the  world  and  he  will 
save  the  good  name  of  the  United  Na- 
tions.

The  Arabs  feel  that  they  have  Jus- 
tice on  their  side  in  claiming  that 
Arabs  should  rule  in  a land  where  they 
have  the  majority,  on  the  principle  of 
self-determination.  Events,  however, 
have  worked  against  them?  The  Bal- 
four Declaration  of  1917  enabled  the 
Jews  to  begin  enienng  Palestine  In 
large  numbers  and  consolidate  their 
position.  1 They  exploited  t^elr  ad- 
vantage to  the  full,  helped  by  the 
world  Jewry,  while  the  Arabs  of  Pales- 
’ tine  failed  to  organize  themselves  po- 
litically to  counterbalance  the  growing 
influence  of  the  Zionists. 

Then  came  Hitler's  massacre*  of  the 
Jews,  which  started  a great  migration 
from  Central  Europe  and  aroused  the 
sympathy  of  world  opinion — yet  not  to 
the  point  of  encouraging  countries 
with  large  undeveloped  areas  to  mod- 
ify their  Immigrant  laws.  All  eyes 
were  turned  instead  on  Palestine.  The 
Arab  countries  of  the  Near  East,  very 
naturally,  became  extremely  appre- 
hensive at  the  prospect  of  all  the  Jew- 
ish refugees  of  Europe  taking  ship  for 
Palestine.  That  remains  one  of  the 
biggest  problems  today  Any  solution 
of  the  Palestine  problem  requires  that 
the  Jews  of  Europe  should  be  able  to 
find  a home  in  other  lands  than  Pales- 
tine; also  that  the  Zionists  should  give 
an  undertaking  that  they  are  prepared 


to  limit  their  Immigration  Into  Pales- 
tine 

These  factors  have  worked  against 
the  Arabs  and  put  the  Arab  govern- 
ments in  a very  difficult  position. 

• Palestine  for  the  Arabs"  has  become 
the  battle-cry  uniting  the  Arabs  of 
the  Near  East  Responsible  Arab  lead- 
ers must  know  they  cannot  hope  to 
push  the  Zionists  out  of  Palestine  al- 
together and  that  they  must  accept 
the  fact  that  a Zionist  Stale  has  come 
to  stay.  The  United  Nations  will  not 
sit  back  and  watch  the  six  Arab  states 
try  to  push  the  Jew*  Into  the  sea  8o 
far  11  is  not  true  to  say,  though  It  Is 
said  repeatedly  m the  United  States 
that  the  Arab  governments  have  been 
the  ^aggressors.  The  ZlonlsLs  have 
overstepped  the  boundaries  outlined  in 
the  United  Nations  partition  plan  to 
a greater  extent  than  have  the  Arabs. 

Tl\e  Palestine  battle  cannot  be 
fought  out  as  an  isolated  incident,  for 
too  many  nations  are  interested  in  this 
area  because  of  Its  strategic  Import- 
ance and  Decause  It  1*  potentially  the 
world's  greatest  oll-producljig  area 

Count  Bernadotte  has  got  to  try  to

Momentous  Achievement

A LITTLE  more  than  a year  ago  a 
new  British  Viceroy  went  to  In- 
dia. commissioned  to  carry  out  a more 
difficult  task  than  seemed  possible,  the 
orderly  liquidation  of  the  British  Im- 
perial position.  June.  1948,  had  been 
set  as  a target  and  it  seemed  then  im- 
possibly close.  The  obstacles.  Hindu 
and  Moslem  common  distrust  of  Brit- 
ain and  mutual  hostility  toward  one 
another,  made  agreement  seem  remote 
When  Earl  Mountbatten  left  for 
home  last  month  the  problem  of  India 
solved  so  far  as  any  but  Indians  can 
solve  It.  The  desire  of  the  Indian  peo- 
ple for  their  independence  has  been 
fully  met.  Their  present  position 
within  the  Commonwealth  can  be 
maintained  or  altered  at  their  own 
discretion  They  are  not  one  people, 
as  many  circumstances  argue  they 
should  be.  but  two,  and  between  the 
two  relations  have  not  been  harmon- 
ised as  they  must  be.  But  the  causes 
of  contention  between  them  and  Brit- 
ain have  been  removed,  and  with 
mutual  goodwill  the  differences  be- 
tween themselves  can  be  ended  For 


which  Earl  MouiHbatten  is  to  be 
thanked. 

His  tenure  of  office  was  marked  by 
utter  disregard  of  precedent  and  phe- 
nomenal energy  in  meeting  Indians  of 
all  shades  of  opinion  in  an  effort  to 
find  some  basis  of  agreement  between 
their  conflicting  positions. 

He  went  to  India  with  the  belief 
that  unity  should  be  maintained  He 
was  quick  to  realize  that  It  could  not 
be,  and  that  the  Interests  of  settlement 
could  best  be  served  by  thr  Hindus' 
yielding  to  the  Moslem  demand  for  a 
separate  slate.  The  division  was  car- 
ried out.  two  new  stales  bom  and  bap- 
tized in  blood  and  strife  Strife  con- 
tinues. but  counsel  grow*  more  sober 
and  tolerable  relations  are  emerging 

It  was  a great  tribute  to  his  states- 
manship In  breaking  what  might  have 
been  a long  and  troublesome  Impasse 
that  the  new  Dominion  of  India  sought 
him  as  her  first  Oovemor-Oeneral. 

The  country  he  has  Just  left  and  the 
country  to  which  he  is  returning  are 
alike  indebted  to  him  Me  had  a hand 
In  writing  the  last  chapter  of  one  mo- 
mentous record,  the  first  of  another.

blight  as  well  as  the  insects. 

The  yellow  and  black  striped,  or 
Colorado  potato  beetles  devour  the 
foliage.  Unless  controlled,  both  In 
larvae  and  adult  stage,  they  soon 


destroy  so  much  of  the  vine*  that  the 
plants  die  and  tne  development  of 
the  tuber*  underground  U prevented 
or  greatly  reduc'd. 

Leaf  hoppers  arc  small,  green, 
active  insects  that  suck  the  sap 
from  the  ynderalde  of  the  leaves. 
These  insects  cause  ‘'hopperburn." 
a disease  characterised  by  dead  and 
rolled  leaf  margins,  as  illustrated. 

Blister  beetles,  also  known  as  the 
“old-fashioned  potato  bug,"  are 
hungry  feeders  and  often  travel  in 
line*,  eating  everything  in  their 
path. 

The  flea  beetle  Is  a small  striped, 
or  black  beetle  which  e*u>  email 
holes  In  the  leaves  until  they  look 
as  though  they  had  been  peppered 
with  fine  shot. 

There  Is  an  early  and  a late 
blight  which  affect*  potatoes.  Both 
are  fungous  diseases.  One  affect* 
plants  In  early  July,  the  late  blight 
attack!  in  wet,  cool  weather  Both 
can  be  controlled  by  a copper  spray.

naturally  know  where  you  are  going 
but  do  you  realise  how  you  will  gel 
there?  Train*  and  street  cars  run  on 
tracks  while  motorists  follow  the  high- 
way. The  sailor,  on  the  other  hand, 

the  seas. 

However,  like  the  landlubber,  he  too 
has  a road  to  follow  even  though  It  is 
Invisible  and  his  only  existing  line  Is  on 
the  charts  Accurate  as  these  are  the 
captain  must  still  contend  with  the  chang- 
ing elements  In  keeping  his  ship  on  her 
course.  He  develops  a sixth  sense,  a sort 
of  Intuition,  by  which  he  Is  gifted  to 
gauge  all  kinds  of  deviation*  due  to  wind 
and  tide;  these  incalculable  conditions 
seldom  occur  twice  In  any  one  place 
A road  map  of  the  sea  Is  polka  dotted 
with  numbers  and  cryptic  abbreviations 
Figures  indicate  minimum  depths;  letters 
such  as  G.  sh.  and  P show  the  type  of 
bottom— gravel,  shells,  pebbles  and  so 
forth  Thus,  by  taking  soundings  and  ob- 
taining samples  of  the  bottom  a good 
Idea  of  the  ships  position  can  be  gained 
any  time  It  l>  needed 

TAKING  SOUNDINGS 
Soundings  are  taken  with  a hemp  line 
to  which  is  attached  a 15- pound  lead 
The  bottom  of  the  weight  has  a cavity 
filled  with  soap  or  grease  and  picks  up 
fleck*  of  gravel  or  sand  The  cord  Is 
marked  off  In  fathoms  to  tell  depth  and 
the  markings  seem  strangely  crude  and 
aim  pie.  Each  one  Is  different  so  that  the 
depths  can  be  told  at  a glance  Two 
fathom  mark  is  a piece  of  leather  with 
two  loose  ends,  five  fathom  mark  Is  white 
linen;  at  seven  fathoms  there  Is  red  bunt- 
ing. The  cord  Is  lied  with  similar  markings 
down  to  a depth  of  30  fathoms. 

This  age-old  method  Is  gradually  being 
superseded  Today's  most  modern  ships 
are  equipped  with  fathometers.  These  send 
electric  impulses  to  the  bottom  which 
bounce  back  and  are  recorded  on  gruphs 
Other  code  signs  on  the  map  stand  for 
lighthouses  and  buoys  giving  their  color, 
strength  and  frequency  of  flashes

metaDarro.w  line  called  a "lubber  point." 
This  represents  the  ship's  head  and  when 
the  course  is  altered  the  lubber  point  on 
the  compass  moves  accordingly.  A watch 
Is  also  kept  on  the  "tell-tale,''  a metal 
indicator  showing  the  position  of  the 
rudder 

The  ship  s log  is  a Journal  of  staggering 
exactness.  As  each  landmark  of  the 
Journey  Is  reached  or  a change  of  course 
is  made  it  is  recorded  with  the  ship's 
speed,  state  of  Ude.  weather  conditions 
and  how  much  water  the  vessel  draws. 

MYSTERY  OF  RADAR 

Fug  has  always  been  the  sailor  s worst 
enemy  but  to  a ship  equipped  with  radar 
It  has  lost  much  of  Its  terror  This 
mechanism,  still  a mystery  to  most  people, 


reeds  little  skill  In  Its  operation.  It  is 
primarily  a matter  of  turning  knobs.  A 
simple  explanation  of  the  process  can  be 
obtained  by  imagining  beams,  like  radio 
waves,  which  when  thrown  into  the  at- 
mosphere rebound  on  striking  solid  ob- 
jects and  record  them  as  dots  on  the 
radar  screen. 

Ship*,  obstructions  and  even  floating 
pieces  of  wood  show  up  on  the  screen 
Pictures  can  be  obtained  up  to  a distance 
of  60.000  yards  but  the  usual  working 
range  Is  two  and  a half  miles  with  a cloge 
range  of  quarter  of  a mile.

Here  They  Dream  Untouched  by  Time

SANTA  CRUZ.  Cal.  ' UP  > . — A few  miles 
from  this  west  coast  resort  Is  the  so-called 
"mystery  spot ." 

They  call  11  that  because  no  one— ao  far 
— can  explain  Its  phenomenon.  On  the 
"spot."  bails  coll  up  hill,  tall  men  look 
abort,  short  men  look  tall,  and  a person 
ha*  to  lean  way  over  to  keep  from  falling 
down. 

The  'spot''  is  part  way  up  a mountain 
and  not  far  from  the  area  of  the  great 
redwood  trees 

It  was  discovered  In  1641.  according  to 
the  commercial  operators,  when  the  owner 
of  the  land  noticed  that  a compass  needle 
was  acting  up.  rt  appeared  there  was  one 
specific  are*  where  the  "pull"  was  .the 
strongest 

The  entire  are*  l*  about  150  feel  In  di- 
ameter, and  a*  you  walk  near  the  centre 
you  have  a feeling  that  someone  Is  going 
to  push  you  over,  A look  at  your  com- 
panion ahows  that  he  t*  leaning  way  over 
He  tell*  you  that  you.  too.  are  leaning  over. 

At  one  place,  the  operator*  have  placed 
a concrete  block.  A level  Is  used  to  show 
that  the  block  Is  In  a true  horizontal  posi- 
tion Buqd  on  one  end  of  the  block  and 
you  look  tali  to  your  companion  standing 
on  the  other  end  Change  positions,  and 
you  look  short  to  your  companion  — and 
vice  versa 

* Inside  a crudely-built  house— a dwelling 
that  aparently  has  been  dellbreately  built 
at  an  unusual  angle — « tennis  ball  can  be 
made  roll  up  hill.  A guide  can  also  seem 
to  walk  up  the  aide  of  the  wall 
After  a while,  you  get  something  of  a 
headache  standing  around  In  a semt-horl- 
aonUl  position.

grow  shorter  as  he  walks  By  that  time 
your  head  really  Is  aching,  and'  you’re 
anxious  to  get  out  of  the  "myaUry  spot.  * 
Operators  of  the  spot  say  geologists  can- 
not explain  the  "magnetic  pull  " One  ex- 
pert, Henry  O.  Hubbard,  mining  engineer 
of  the  California  SUte  Division  of  Mine*, 
•ays  there  Is  the  presence  of  carbon  di- 
oxide gas.  believed  to  be  seeping  through 
a fault  In  the  earth 

The  marked  refraction  of  light  rays, 
similar  to  that  caused  by  heat  wave*,  la 
"probably  caused"  by  * density  differen- 
tial between  the  air  containing  the  gas 
and  the  normal  atmosphere  of  the  region. 
Hubbard  believe*. 

Regardless  of  what  ''mysUriou*  force" 
there  may  be  In  the  ground,  It  la  apparent 
that  the  operators  have  accentuated  the 
condition  by  the  unusual  construction  of 
the  crudely-built  house 
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FTER  the  wrath  and  wrack  of  war 
there  are  still  a few  places  which 
are  untouched,  unharmed — quietly 
dreaming  In  the  bright  Oriental  sunshine, 
radiating  peace  and  healing 
One  of  these  places  Is  the  Tomb  of  Con- 
fucius; another  the  island  of  P'u  To.  dedi- 
cated to  the  Ooddess  of  Mercy.  Kuan  Yin. 

In  the  Province  of  Shantung  is  the  Uttle 
settlement  of  Ch'u  Fu  So  Uny  1*  this 
place  that  one  could  hardly  call  It  a vil- 
lage. but  although  small  In  area  and 
population.  It  Is  one  of  the  mightiest 
places  in  all  China,  for  here  Is  the  tomb 
of  the  great  master  and  teacher.  Confu- 
cius. and  here  also  In  the  palace  evolved 
through  the  long  ages,  lives  his  Uneal  de- 
scendant. 

The  palace  and  the  temple  occupy  more 
than  one  half  of  the  entire  settlement  of 
Ch'u  Fu.  and  these  buildings  are  most  Im- 
posing structures  In  fact  they  Impressed 
me  more  than  any  others  that  I saw  In 
China— for  here  on#  realises  something 
of  one's  dreams,  the  China  of  the  old 
fairy  tale* 

Standing  In  the  midst  of  huge  atone  pil- 
lars heavily  carved  with  the  sacred 
dragon,  are  the  numerous  halls  and  pa- 
villlona  of  the  palace,  whilst  In  the  centre 
stands  the  gre^t  temple  which  contains 
the  spirit  tablet  of  the  master. 

BELLS  IN  THE  WINDS 
Sweeping  curved  tiled  roof*  salute  the 
pilgrims,  and  Ut*  wind  plays  with  soft 
straying  fingers  upon  the  ancient  mellow- 
toned  bells  hanging  from  the  pointed,  up- 
turned eaves  of  those  old  rooftreex.  and 
rustle*  with  a ghostly  shivering  sound 
between  the  branches  of  the  cypress  trees 
which  have  stood  in  the  courtyard  aince 
the  Han  dynasty  At  eventide,  that  seem- 
lngly  ever-present  ghost  of  wind  rake* 
with  a soft  prowling  sound  among  the  stiff 
pines,  making  a crisp  rattling  as  It  wan- 
ders among  the  huge  boughs,  sometime* 
sending  * Uny  brown  cone  hurUlng  earth- 
ward*. 

And  then  the  old  bell*  hanging  from 
the  eaves  chime  more  clearly,  proclaiming 
that  there  are  bodiless  eye*  everywhere, 
eternally  watching  and  guarding;  for  not 
more  than  a mile  away  are  the  tombs  of 
all  the  dependent*  of  Confuclu*.  and  In 
the  centre  of  the  group  l*  the  tomb  of  the 
greet  teacher. 

The  flagstone*  of  the  courtyard  are 
rough.  parUy  because  of  climatic  changes 
thruaUng  their  ImpaUent  way  up  to  the 
light  of  the  sun  These  lHUe  plant*  make 
purple  shadow*  upon  the  whiteness  of  the 
old  * tone*  In  the  light  of  a tropical  moon, 
•eemlng  to  entwine  themselves  around  the 
deeper  blue  shadows  of  the  twisted  ire* 
trunks  and  warped  branches  which  sprawl 
like  the  tall  of  the  guardian  dragon  of 
China,  hovering,  wraith -like  over  this 
peaceful  place.

in  one  of  those  funny  little  cart*  covered 
with  the  inevitable  blue  cloth  which 
graces  all  carta  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  In  China.  But  know- 
ing of  old  the  bumpiness  and  dust  of  the 
road  I decided  to  make  my  pilgrimage  on 
foot. 

The  road  winds  along  among  a line  of 
grey-green  cypress  trees,  their  rough 
head*  crowning  silvery  brown  green 
trunks — tree  tops  which  sway  a Uttle  and 
peer  down  curiously,  aa  If  to  inspect  the 
passerby. 

Occupied  with  many  thoughts  the  way 
did  not  Hem  long  or  weary,  for  truly  this 
road  1*  one  of  sincere  pilgrimage 
Bordered  on  either  side  by  those  ancient 
trees  which  have  stood  sentinel  for  count- 
less age.s,  their  long,  gnarled  trunks 
twisted  by  wind  and  time,  their  aloof,  Im- 
personal dark  green  heads  rearing  proud- 
ly heavenwards,  whilst  beneath  them  have 
passed  upon  that  dusty  road  the  tired 
shuffling  feet  of  literally  mlUlonx  of  pil- 
grims from  all  over  China 
This  Is  possibly  the  one  place  of  worship 
in  China  from  which  th#  devotees  seek  no 
material  blessing,  one  place  from  which 
they  emerge  having  offered  their  prayers 
and  incense  without  thought  of  personal 
gain,  and  coming  out  into  th*  sunshine 
once  more  their  worn  face*  seem  to  par- 
take of  a light  which  Is  not  of  this  world. 

And  so  I walked,  crossing  over  the  little 
stone  bridge  which  he*  never  spanned 
any  water  aince  It  was  built,  but  was  moat 
probably  placed  there  to  remind  the 
traveler  that  he  Is  passing  from  one  phase 
of  life  to  another,  from  one  plane  of 
thought  to  another  also 

A MOUND  OF  EARTH 
Suddenly  I saw  that  the  sun  was  slant- 
ing down  between  the  trees,  making  a 
ribbon  of  gold  across  th*  rough  stone  in- 
cense alter  which  stands  In  front  of  the 
tomb  of  Confucius.  But  this  tomb  of  the 
great  teacher  Is  not  what  we  would  call 
a tomb  at  all — it  Is  s simple  mound  of 
hard  earth,  but  somehow  or  other  from 
this  place,  sanctified  by  the  prayers  and 
the  offerings  of  millions  of  people,  there 
radiates  a power  which  Is  unearthly,  and 
which  transforms  this  simple  resting 
place  into  something  far  surpassing  any 
great  monument  of  atone. 

After  some  Urn*  of  gaslng  I turned  to 
go  back  again,  this  lime  gratefully  ac- 
cepting a ride  In  one  of  the  Uttle  blue 
carts,  and  bumping  slowly  over  the  road 
I arrived  back  at  the  palace 
High  up  in  a saphlre  blue  aky  rode  s 
resplendent  full  (noon,  her  silver  light 
etching  in  black  the  shadows  of  the  trees 
and  th*  stone  pillars,  marking  out  th* 
deep  color  of  the  purple  stones,  bringing 
mystery  to  th#  carved  Inscriptions  on  th# 
stone  tablet  standing  alone  and  serene  In 
the  rootle#*  enclosure  which  marks  the 
'Dew  Well"  from  which  Confucius  drank 
whilst  still  Uving  in  this  spot  But  not  In 
magnificent  buildings  which  are  there 
today,  but  In  this  three -roomed  hut  quiet 
and  unpretentious  as  was  their  owner,  but 
from  which  has  evolved  this  beautiful 
monument  that  down  through  the  years, 
has  been  added  to  and  cared  for. 

But  the  teachings  of  this  quiet  man 
who  first  lived  in  this  peaceful  country 
place  have  stood  the  teat  of  Ume  in  their 
simplicity,  and  have  not  gained  by  the 
additions  of  other  and  later  scholar*,  but 
only  by  th*  added  understanding  of  those 
who  hav*  followed  them  throughout  the 
ye. 

THE  BACKED  (BLAND 

The  next  place  of  Sanctuary  In  China 
Is  the  Sacred  Island  of  P'u  To.  dedicated 
to  the  goddess  of  Mercy.  Kuan  Yin;  the 


godded  of  a thousand  arms— arms  to 
bless,  heal,  shelter  and  care  for  all  hu- 
manity. 

Qenerally  this  goddess  is  depleted 
standing  upon  the  sacred  Lotus  Flower, 
her  feel  bare,  her  head  crowned  with  the 
seed  pod  of  the  flower  Itself,  utterly  sym- 
bolic.

And 
what  two  gifts  could  be  more  desired  than 
rain  In  that  sun-scorched  land  and  when 
th#  unremitting  toll  of  the  average  Chi- 
nes* life  Is  finished,  rest,  and  the  promise 
of  immortality? 

P'u  To  Is  a very  narrow,  rocky  Uttle  Is- 
land lying  about  fifty  miles  to  the  south 
of  the  modern  city  of  Shanghai;  the  island 
Is  only  sbout  four  or  five  miles  long,  quite 
wild  and  wooded  in  some  parts  But  a* 
th#  Uny  setUement  around  the  tomb  of 
Confucius,  so  also  Is  this  sacred  Island 
pregnant  with  beauty  and  mystery 

The  whole  place,  mased  about  with  the 
heat  mists  of  the  dawn  seems  to  perpetu- 
ally cry  aloud  with  the  prayers  and  sup- 
plleaUonx  Qf  the  thousands  of  pilgrims 
who  come  here  every  year  at  the  Birth 
Feast  of  Kuan  Yin,  and  Indeed  through- 
out the  year— prayers  that  during  the 
long  centuries  have  pealed  into  the  vault 
of  the  wash-blue  sky.  tear*  which  have 
pudfled  them  • 

THREE  GREAT  TEMPLES 

There  are  three  great  temples  on  the 
Island,  the  Temple  to  th#  AalvaUon  or 
Wisdom,  the  Temple  to  the  Making  of 
Abundant  Rain  and  the  Temple  of  Uni- 
versal Salvation  Besides  the  three  tem- 
ples there  are  literally  hundreds  of  smaU. 


shrines,  little  partly-concealed  grottos  at 
the  end  of  well-worn  tracks  beneath  the 
trees  wherein  one  suddenly  comes  upon  a 
lain  scarred  image  of  the  goddess,  but  at 
her  feet  nestle  tiny  growing  ferns  and 
above  her  head  hover  a cloud  of  butter- 
flies. blue  as  the  sky  above  them. 

Flowers  abound  the  gardens  of  the  tem- 
ples biasing  with  scarlet  trumpet  flowers

There  are  numerous  monasteries  hous- 
ing about  a thousand  monks  who  live  on 
the  Island,  tending  their  gardens  and  per- 
forming the  temple  rites  And  after  all 
lx  done,  sleeping  their  last  long  sleep  in 
the  "Valley  of  the  Little  White  Tragrant 
Flower."  Thu  place  Is  so  named  because 
In  season  It  U Just  showered  with  big. 
luelous  gradenlas  which  have  made  this 
valley  famous  for  hundreds  of  year*.  Here 
the  monks  He  In  grey  lichen-covered 
tombs,  and  the  faces  of  the  flowers  lift 
their  luminous  cup*  heavenwards,  pouring 
Into  the  hot.  still  air  incense  that  no  man 
could  devise 

Although  this  island  U dedicated  solely 
to  the  worship  of  a goddess  It  U an  inflexi- 
ble rule  that  no  woman  may  remain  upon 
the  Uland  after  sundown 

When  the  last  prayers  have  been  chant- 
ed and  the  blue  smoke  of  the  lncenee 
purrU  laaily  Into  the  hot.  still  air.  as  th# 
golden  sun  slants  down  between  the  trees, 
all  women  must  return  to  their  Junks 
moored  against  th#  side  of  the  rickety 
wooden  wharf  and  aboard  them  spend 
Ihe  night;  to  awake  »*aln  at  daybreak 
arou-sed  by  the  clamor  of  the  great 
bronze  temple  gongs,  and  ^llmb  up  the

I look  my  last  look  at  P'u  To  from  the 
sea— that  sea  so  beautifully  named  the

ABHINOTON  — The  most  compre- 
hensive picture  of  the  cancer  situ- 
ation In  the  United  State*  — the 
late  of  Incidence  by  age  for  various  parts 
of  th*  body  for  men  and  women  and  the 
likelihood  of  survival  by  age  and  sex 
groups— hax  Just  been  published  by  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons 
The  report  U based  on  a study  of  the 
cancer  problem  during  the  last  13  year* 
In  Connecticut  where  37,66 3 malignant 
tumors  hav*  been  diagnosed  during  that 
time,  There,  of  course,  facilities  for  both 
dlmgnogU  and  treatment  are  among  th* 
best  In  the  world.  The  state  ha*  had  an 
active  program  of  public  education  on  the 
cancer  problem.  In  most  states  fewer 
esses  would  be  diagnosed  and  f«wcr  vic- 
tims saved  from  thU  mysterious  malady, 
which  appears  to  Involve  the  basic  pro- 
cess** of  life  lts«lf  and  has  become  the 
second  leading  cause  of  death.  But  the 
situation  In  Connecticut,  It  may  be  as- 
sumed. la  very  do**  to  a true  picture  for 
the  country  as  a whole  If  the  national 
statistic*  were  better 

A OLOOMT  MCTUB* 

By  and  large,  the  picture  is  gloomy,  par- 
ticularly for  women.  But,  the  report 
points  out.  Connecticut  has  more  women 

than  men  so  the  statistic*  may  be  some- 
what misleading.  Bach  year.  It  is  shown, 
approximately  307  persons  per  100.000  of 
the  population  will  be  found  to  have  a 


malignant  growth  — 134  men  and  334 
women.  Th#  Incidence  rate  has  been  ris- 
ing during  the  period  under  study,  even 
when  adjustment  la  made  for  age  The 
death  rate  for  men.  however.  Is  remaining 
about  the  same  and  there  Is  a very  alight 
oecllne  among  women.  This  Indicates 
that  physicians  and  surgeons  at  least  are 
holding  their  own  against  the  moet  In- 
sidious physical  foe  of  the  human  race 

In  Connecticut,  663  persons  of  evefy 
100.000  have  had  s history  of  cancer  at 
soma  Ume  in  their  Uvea.  (This  figure 
breaks  down  to  *04  per  100.000  female# 
and  531  per  100.000  males  > Of  these,  174, 
a lltUe  better  than  on#  In  four,  have  sur- 
vived treatment  Trom  one  to  13  years.  The 
chance#  hav#  been  sllghUy  better  foe 
women  than  for  men  — 230  compared  to 
126  per  100,000  Th#  totals  look  a Uttle 
better  than  the  cold  detailed  statistics. 
After  all.  there  were  found  in  th#  state 
nearly  12,000  persons  In  whom  cancer  had 
at  some  Ume  been  diagnosed  and  who  still 
were  alive  five  yean  afterward. 

FARTS  AFFECTED 

If  the  experience  of  the  state  Is  typical, 
one-fourth  of  all  cancer  among  women 
is  of  the  brea.it.  and  one  fourth  of  th# 
genital  tract.  Among  men  the  picture  is 
far  different  — one-third  of  the  cancers 
are  of  the  stomach  and  other  organa  of 
the  abdominal  cavity,  one  eighth  of  the

Th#  statistic*  as  a whole  give  promise 
of  definite,  even  If  flight,  Improvement 
with  earlier  dlagnoala  by  competent  phy- 
sician*.

The  scientists  concerned  are  a group 
of  ’ Illuminations"  expert*  at  the  Royal 
Aircraft  Establishment  at  Farnborough, 
Britain's  most  “hush-hush"  airfield,  and 
they  have  devised  an  entirely  new  sys- 
tem of  airfield  lighting,  which.  In  their 
view,  will  enable  a pilot  to  come  In  safely, 
even  In  fog  on  a black  night.  In  a paper" 
read  before  the  Royal  Aeronautical  So- 
ciety. Mr.  E S Calvert,  who  had  charge 
ot  the  experiments,  said  "There  Is  good 
ground  for  the  belief  that  a landing  sys- 
tem which  Integrates  existing  radio  ap- 
proach aids  with  the  new  visual  aids  out- 
lined In  this  paper,  would  provide  almost 
a complete  solution  to  the  problem  of 
landing  aircraft  In  bad  visibility." 

Mr  Calvert  has  had  plenty  of  chance 
to  test  the  system  for  himself  before  an- 
nouncing It  to  such  an  expert  audience.

STATE  BEARS  COST 

Any  manufacturer  will  tell  you  about 
the  price  difference  between  an  order 
for  "100-off"  of  something,  and  an  order 
for  1.000  Airliners  are  no  exception  Sold 
as  they  are  today  In  small  numbers  of 
50  or  100  (or  sometimes  merely  15  or  30 • 
only  the  state  can  bear  the  development 
cost  To  parcel  this  cost  out  pro-rata  on 
each  of  the  pitifully  few  production  ma- 
chines would  make  the  price  to  the  cus- 
tomer Impossibly  high.  Put  In  an  order 
for  1,000  airliners,  however,  and  you  could 
honestly  split  up  your  development  ex- 
penditure among  them— and  still  be  able 
to  sell  the  goods 

And  there  l*  only  one  reason  why  big 
airliners  aren't  ordered  by  the  thousand 
It  I*  the  simple  one  that  there  aren't 
enough  air-passengers  to  fill  them  The 
traveling  public  Is  ther#  all  right — but  It 
isn’t  air-minded,  and  It  1*  obstinately 
slicking  to  boat  and  train  and  motor 
coach  Air  passenger  statistics  are.  1 will 
agree.  Increasing  every  year— but  the 
number  of  people  handled  Is  still  only  a 
fraction  of  those  who  prefer  surface 
travel. 

Britain,  as  an  example.  Is  building  at 
huge  cost  an  80- sealer  Atlantic  land 
plane;  and  three  have  been  ordered  Brlt- 
tah  Overseas  Airways  Corporation,  how- 
ever. la  already  hedging  because  it  fears 
It  won’t  be  able  to  fill  these  80  seats  every 
day  <580  people  a week'  at  a Ume  when 
big  ships  are  still  taking  their  thousands 
between  the  Old  World  and  the  New.  And 
B.O.A.C.  may  well  be  right.  Why? 

Because  the  "adventure"  hasn't  yet  been 
taken  out  j>»  flying  and  It  Is,  therefore, 
not  yet  a commercial  proposition  Bad 


LONDON  —"Before  flying  Is  a com- 
mercial proposition,  It  must  cease  to 
be  an  adventure " Whoever  first 
said  this  land  there  are  several  claimants! 
was  hitting  a very  obstinate  nail  firmly 
on  the  head 

Today  we  cannot  pretend  that  flying 
I*  "commercial."  Borne  airline  concerns 
and  corporations  are  making  money— but 
many  are  losing  It  Just  on  operating  cost 
alone,  without  reckoning  the  huge  capital 
sums  which  have  to  be  found  for  airports 
and  equipment,  and  for  the  development 
of  bigger  and  faster  airliners.  In  the 
main  these  astronomical  capital  sum* 
come  from  taxpayers,  and  are  a glganUc 
subsidy  for  the  most  costly  form  of  trans- 
port yet  devised 

If  the  real,  true  and  complete  all  - in  cost 
of  an  airline  ticket  from  London  to  New 
York  was  charged  up  to  the  custorper  »and 
by  true  coat.  I mean  a proper  proportion 
of  all  that  It  has  taken  |o  develop  the  air 
liner,  build  the  airports,  and  staff  the 
navigational  and  weather  services*,  then, 
instead  of  being  about  C100  the  ticket 
probably  cost  El. 000  or  £10.000—  my  point 
Is  that  civil  aviation  doesn't  begin  to  pay 
for  Itself  anywhere  In  the  world, 

SUBMERGED  EXPENDITURE 

Airline  companies  can  produce  balance 
sheets  which  show  an  operating  profit— 
but.  the  cost  side  of  the  ledger  Is  like  an 
Iceberg— only  a fraction  of  It  Is  on  public 
view.  The  submerged  and  hidden  mass 
Ol  expenditure  Is  covered  up  by  taxpayers, 
grants  for  research,  for  engine  develop- 
ment, and  for  airport  provision  Much  of 
the  work  has  a military  application,  and 
accordingly  Is  borne  by  service  depart- 
ments— but  the  airline  traveler  gets  the 
free  benefit  of  It  lust  the  same. 

Now  this  Government  expenditure  Is.  I 
will  admit,  no  concern  of  the  operating 
companies.  They  pay  say  £200.000  for 
their  airliner,  and  the  fact  that  Its  en- 
gines alone  cost  about  £1  million  to  develop 
off.  an  air  force  contract,  and  that  the 
airport  at  which  It  Is  based  costs  another 
£38  million  Is.  for  them,  neither  here  nor 
there.  All  the  company  Is  # concerned 
about  Is  getting  Its  £200.000  back,  plus 
running  east*,  plus  a profit  In  the  eight  or 
ten  years  of  operation  of  that  particular 
aircraft  It  seems  obvious  to  me  that 
what  all  this  bolls  down  to  Is  that  civil 
aviation  Is  a parasite  growth  on  IU  mili- 
tary counterpart.  But  there  Is  no  reason 
why  clvtl  flying  should,  for  ever,  allow 
Itself  to  be  placed  in  a position  of  de- 
pendency on  wars  and  the  rumors  of 
wart  It  can  become  a commercial  propo- 
sition If  enough  people  use  it  a*  an  every- 
day form  of  transport.  If  we  ran  hun 
dreds  of  airliners  for  every  ten  In  the 
air  today,  and  carried  a thousand  pas- 
sengers (or  equivalent  freight  totdi  for

Punctually  to  the  minute,  the  guard 
w£Ves  his  flag  and  we  glide  smoothly  out. 
of  the  station,  gathering  speed  through 
the  outlying  suburbs  of  London,  until  we 
leave  the  county  of  Middlesex  to  cross  mtfc 
Buckinghamshire,  the  second  of  the 
seven  counties  traversed  in  this  run. 

Following  for  some  mile*  the  line  of 
the  Orand  Junction  Canal,  presently  we 
pass  the  lovely  Cliveden  Woods  overhang- 
ing the  River  Thames,  before  crossing  the 
borders  of  Berkshire.  Then  we  run 
through  Reading,  a modern  commercial 
town,  which  owes  Its  prosperity  largely  to 
the  manufacture  of  biscuit11  Extensive 
horticultural  nurseries  line  both  sides  of* 
the  railway,  benrlng  witness  to  the  pro- 
lific cultivation  of  flowers 

PICTURESQUE  WATERMILL 

A mile  or  so  beyond  the  station  and 
hard  by  the  lln**,  stand*  a picturesque 
watermill  and  old  huoae  with  delightful 
gables,  while  on  the  left  hand  side  flows 
the  River  Kennel,  a trout  stream  very 
popular  with  anglers  Next  we  approach 
Newbury,  scene  of  two  battles  In  the  civil 
wars  between  King  Charles  1 and  his 
parliament,  neither  of  which,  however, 
was  decisive. 

Eight  miles  farther  brings  u*  to  Hunger- 
ford.  situated  partly  In  Berkshire  and 
partly  In  Wiltshire,  the  River  Kennct 
forming  the  dividing  line.  Here  on  Hock 
Tuesday,  Immediately  following  Easter, 
two  ‘Tuttlmen"  (Individuals  dressed  up 
in  old-time  costume*  and  armed  with 
decorated  poles',  parade  the  town ^nd  arc 


nake  Forest,  whose  fringe  lie*  close  to  the 
railway,  we  come  in  a short  time  to  the 
first  of  the  Wiltshire  "White  Horses, 
great  figures  cut  in  the  chalk  of  which 
the  hills  are  composed 

The  youngest  of  the  herd  is  the  Pew.sey 
horse,  cut  in  1937  lq  commemorate  the 
coronation  of  King  George  VI.  The  sec- 
ond horse  at  Wood  bo  rough  dates  from 
1812  and  covers  an  area  of  700  square 
yards  It  is  165  feel  long  and  180  feet 
high  and  la  clearly  visible  to  the  north  of 
Woodborough  Station. 

Wo  sec  the  third  horse  southeast  of  the 
town  of  Westtoury  and  tradition  declares 
that  it  commemorates  the  victory  of  King 
Alfred  the  Great  over  the  Dane*  at  the 
battle  of  Ethandune.  some  three  miles 
away.  1*  175  feel  long  and  107  feet 
high,  the  circumference  of  the  eye  alone 
being  25  feet. 

Between  Weatbury  and  Frome  we  pass 
from  Wiltshire  into  8ornersel  and  see. 
rising  abruptly  out  of  low-lying  country 
the  Mendlp  Hills,  containing  numerous 
caves,  w here  remains  of  long-extinct  ani- 
mals have  been  discovered 

Thence  nur  route  lies  by  Somerlon,  the 
ancient  Saxon  capital  of  Somerset  and 
Scdgemooc.  where  In  1885  the  Duke  ol 
Monmouth  was  overthrown  by  the  troops 
of  King  James  II  Nearby  Is  the  Isle  of 
Athelney,  where  King  Alfred  the  Great 
is  traditionally  believed  to  have  burn' 
some  cakes,  incurring  thereby  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  peasant  woman  In  whose 
cottage  he  was  resting 

Passing  Taunton,  county  town  of  Soitv 
erset,  we  plunge  Into  Whitehall  Tunnel, 
which  divide*  Somsrset  from  Devon,  and

CATHEDRAL  TOWERS 
Then  we  approach  Exeter  and  as  w» 
iun  past  8i  Thomas'  Station,  it  is  possible 
lo  glimpse  the  twin  towers  of  the  cathe- 


diai  and  the  ancient  town  walla  and 
ruined  castle.  built  by  William  the  Con- 
queror Boon  the  River  Exe.  which  flows 
through  the  city,  expands  Into  a broad 
estuary  and  meets  the  English  Channel 
Between  Dawltsh  and  Telgnmouth.  for  a 
distance  of  three  miles,  the  line  run*  along 


a beach,  with  fine  sand*  and  sombre  sand- 
stone cliffs. 

Fourteen  miles  beyond  lie*  Totnes,  an 
old  market  town  at  the  head  of  the  estu- 
ary of  the  River  Dart,  along  which  steam- 
er* ply  to  and  from  Dartmouth. 

The  railway  now  begins  to  *ktrt  the 
fringe  of  Dartmoor,  a vist  expanse  ol 
wild  country,  pierced  by  wooded  valleys 
and  crowned  by  rugged  tors,  before  ap- 
proaching Plymouth,  where  we  halt  for 
the  first  time  since  leaving  London. 

It  was  from  this  city  that  the  PilgTim 
Fathers  sailed  to  North  America  In  the 

Drake  played  his  famous  game  of  bowls, 
before  sailing  to  attack  the  Spanish  Ar- 
mada In  the  reign  of  Queen  Elisabeth. 
Today  Plymouth  l*  an  Important  naval 
base  and  seaport,  to  which  come  ships 
from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

After  a brief  stop  to  change  engines, 
we  pull  out  once  more,  proceeding  through 
Devouport.  the  naval  dockyard,  to  8alt- 
ash.  where  the  Royal  Albert  Bridge  con- 
veys us  at  s height  of  100  feet,  across  the 
Hamosze  estuary  Into  Cornwall. 

We  now  enter  a country  of  hills,  sep- 
arated by  winding  valleys,  which  we  crosr 
by  a succession  of  viaducts.  From  the 
window  we  glimpse  the  Checsewrlng,  a 
weird  pile  of  rocks  on  Bodmin  Moof  and 
the  rums  of  Restormel  Castle,  built  by 
King  Edward  I. 

We  run  by  the  holiday  re*osts  of  Par 
and  8t  Austell,  situated  on  the  bay  of 
that  name,  and  see  the  countle&s  deposits 
of  fine  white  clay  that  characterize  this 
district  Thousands  of  ton*  of  this  •china 
clay.**  as  It  Is  called,  are  despatched  every 
year  to  the  English  potteries  to  be  used 
In  the  manufacture  of  china,  while  large 
consignments  also  find  their  way  to  Lanc- 
ashire for  the  calico  Industry. 

A 111  tie  Aa  ter  we  espy  the  *plres  of  Truro 


Cathedral,  the  first  Gothic  building  to  be 
constructed  In  England  since  the  Refor- 
mation. Begun  In  1878.  It  was  completed 
In  1909  and  la  one  of  the  smallest  cathe- 
drals in  Britain. 

RESORT  OK  ARTISTS 

After  staying  a lew  minutes  at  Truro 
we  proceed  lo  i Un  and  copper  mining 
area  We  pas*  a mine.  3.000  feet  deep,  and 
see  everywhere  tall  chimneys  and  mine- 
shafts Presently  we  arrive  at  Redruth, 
where  in  1804.  Richard  Trevithick  built 
the  first  railway  engine,  whence,  we  run 
on  to  61.  Erth.  near  which  stand*  the  hill 

hunt  In  Britain  Just  before  reaching  the 
latter  place  we  get  a lovely  view  ol  St- 
ives across  the  bay,  a famous  resort  of 
artist*,  with  a primitive  harbor  and  sleep, 
narrow  street*. 

Then,  rounding  the  semi -circle  of 
Mounts'  Bay  with  the  castle  of  St.  Mich- 
ael's Mount,  standing  prominently  In  the 
water,  we  slow  down  finally  to  enter  Pent  - •

Mort  Mcncher,  manager  of  the  Gris- 
wold Country  Club,  say*  he  ha*  the  anti- 
dote to  golfdoms  most  maddening  bu*a- 
boo.  the  lost  ball. 

"We  have  eliminated  that  off-the-falr- 
wfay  nightmare."  he  aald. 

It.  took  two  year*  of  experimentation, 
Mencher  explained.  Two  year*  or  trial  and 
error. 

"But  we  have  the  answer,"  he  said  "Our 
golfer*  rarely  lose  balls  up  here." 

ANSWER  IS  DOGS 

It  should  be  a comfort  to  every  golfer, 
he  added,  especially  at  the  price  of  golf 
balls  today. 

What  is  the  great  discovery* 

Well.  Mencher  said,  he  hated  to  broad - 
east  It  because  people  might  think  he  wa* 
crazy.  But  the  modem  method  of  keeping 
•an tty  while  In  the  rough  Is: 

"Dog*.”  he  aald.  “We  have  trained  a 
pack  of  pointers  to  hunt  for  our  lost  ball*. 
When  the  ball  la  found,  the  dog  comes  to  a 
point  and  wait*  for  the  player  to  make  his 
next  shot." 

NOT  EASY  TO  TRAIN 
Mencher  said  U wasn't  easy  to  tram  the 

dogs. 


' We  tried  everything  to  give  the  balls  a 
scent  the  dogs  would  follow."  he  said. 

First  the  golf  balls  were  rolled  In  ground 
beef  and  dog  food.  It  didn't  work. 

"One  pooch  almost  choked  trying  to 
swallow  one  of  our  steak-treated  balls." 
Mencher  said.  "We  had  to  give  thaL 
Idea  up." 

But  the  'ingenious  Mencher.  who  Is 
credited  with  inventing  the  luminous  golf 
ball  for  night  play,  didn't  give  up. 

"I  finally  hit  on  the  Idea  of  giving  the 
ball*  a pheasant  scent,"  he  said.  It  worked 
on  the  first  try." 

HENS  SIT  ON  THEM 

Mcncher  said  that  after  the  first  success- 
ful experiment  he  arranged  with  a pheas- 
ant farm  In  Lakewood.  N.J.,  for  a continu- 
ous production  of  pheasant -scented  golf 
balls. 

"It  was  fairly  simple."  Mencher  said 
"The  owner  of  the  pheasant  farm  merely 
put  the  golf  balls  In  the  pheasant  neat* 
and  the  hen*  would  sit  on  them." 

Mencher  said  hi*  idea  isn't  perfected  yet, 
but  It's  workable. 

Mcncher  thinks  a breed  of  dogs  that 
would  hunt  golf  balls  without  an  un- 
natural scent-stimulus  would  be  Ideal 

"I'm  working  on  that  now."  he  spld. 

And  what  will  he  call  the  new  breed? 

"Cad -dogs."  he  replied.

That  was  the  experience  of  24 -year-old 
Robert  Bradford,  who  sat  In  his  apart- 
ment here  and  related  the  living  night- 
mare he  endured,  and  which,  by  com- 
parison, would  make  the  fictional  "gentle- 
man's agreement"  read  like  a pleasant 
fairy  tale 

Bradford  was  bom  ln  Breslau,  Germany, 
of  Christian  parent*  named  Blschof. 
When  he  wa*  three  years  old  he  was 
adopted  by  a Jewish  family  named  Israel, 
who  gave  him  their  faith,  their  traditions 
and  their  love.  But  It  wasn't  until  he  was 
20  years  old  that  he  learned  he  waan  t a 
Jew 

SAW  HITLER  RISE 
In  those  year*  as  a Jew  he  saw  the  rise 
of  HlUer.  experienced  the  terror  meted  out 
by  the  Noils  and  saw  his  adopted  father 
die  ln  agony  In  1938  as  a result  of  brutal 
beatings 

My  foster  father  was  a textile  manu- 
facturer, His  store  was  smashed  and  »il 
his  possessions  were  confiscated,'  Brad- 
ford said  "After  his  death  my  adopted 
mother  knew  that  It  was  but  a matter  of 
lime  before  we  would  end  up  in  a concen - 
traUon  camp  or  a gas  chamber.  She  made 
IranUc  arrangements  for  our  escape  from 
Germany  " 

They  were  aided  in  their  escape  by  non- 
Jews  who  asked  no  quasUons  about  race 
or  religion  A German  custom*  officer,  a 
friend  of  the  family,  arranged  to  meet 
them  at  the  railroad  staUon,  stamped 
their  bags  and  bade  them  good  luck  on 
their  trip  to  France 

Bradford  stayed  In  Pari*,  where  he  be- 
came a member  of  the  French  under- 
ground. His  foster  mother  fled  to  Lisbon 
“1  was  caught  twice  by  the  Oestapo,  but 


are  not  of  Jewish  birth.'  I heard  the  man 
say.  I feel  sure  that  you  will  take  full 
advantage  of  Oils  Information  and  that  it 
will  make  you  happy.'  ” 

In  the  current  Issue  of  The  Christian 
Herald,  Bradford  describes  his  reaction 
and  tells  how  he  was  engulfed  by  a crush- 
ing sense  of  loss  of  family.  Identity  and 
faith 

"I  knew  my  mother  had  loved  me  as  her 
own.”  Bradford  continued  "What  had  It 
cost  her  to  tell  me  I w as  not  her  son.  to 
give  me  this  chance  to  save  myself  from 
the  brand  of  the  Jew?  She  paid  Ihe  high 
price  unselfishly  when  she  thought  I was 
in  danger. 

“Five  minutes  after  I learned  I was  a 


Gentile.  I decided  to  go  on  betng  a Jew. 
I couldn’t  ‘cros*  the  line’  into  thc  Oenttle 
world  To  all  Intents  I am  still  a Jew." 

His  foster  mother  came  here  In  1942  and 
died  shortly  afterward.  Following  the 
liberation  of  France,  Bradford  worked 
with  the  American  Army  until  he  secured 
passage  here  18  months  ago. 

"After  asking  the  advice  of  army  offi- 
cers over  there.  I changed  my  name  from 
Israel  to  Bradford,”  he  said  "My  ambi- 
tion now  Is  to  write  and  lecture  on  thc 
problems  affecting  Jewtsh-Qrntlle  rela- 
tionships. I won't  talk  as  a Christian  or 
a Jew.  but  as  a human  being.

Good  Bloom,  Dense  Foliage 

WHAT  are  popularly  regarded  as  the  o*a»  haa  rough  crinkled  dark  greer 
prelected  and  tender  queena  of  the  *nd  colorful  scarlet  frulta.

WHAT  are  popularly  regarded  as  the 
protected  and  tender  queena  of  the 
garden  — Hybrid  Perpetual  and 
Hybrid  Tea  Roae*  are  familiar  to  many 
gardeners.  Few.  however,  realise  the 
wealth  of  hardy  shrub  rosea  that  can  pro- 
vide auch  good  bloom  In  their  season  and 
the  foliage  ofewhlch  varies  In  color  and 


in  the  shrub  border  all  through  the  sea- 
son, say  R W Oliver.  Division  of  Horti- 
culture. Central  Experimental  Farm. 
Ottawa. 

The  beat  known  of  these  Is  Harrisons 
Yellow  because  fia  profuse,  pale,  yellow 
single  flowers  have  graced  the  dooryard 
of  Canadian  farm  homes  for  almost  200 
years.  Like  most  of  the  shrub  rosea  It  has 
only  one  short  season  of  bloom,  but  has 
attractive  small  foliage  throughout  the 
Summer,  followed  by  black  fruits  In  Fall. 
As  it  suckers  freely  the  growth  Is  alwrayi» 
dense. 

The  red  leafed  rose  'Rosa  rubrifoliai  on 
the  other  hand  make*  very  thin,  leggy 
growth  and  has  a few  single  flowers.  Its 
chler  attraction  is  Its  dull  purple  red 
foliage  that  offers  a pleasing  contrast  to 
the  greens  of  other  shrub  roses.  * 

The  Japanese  fruiting  rose  (Rosa  rug- 


osai  has  rough  crinkled  dark  green  foliage 
and  colorful  scarlet  fruits.  The  species 
has  large  single  carmine  flowers  but  many 
attractive  hybrids  have  been  produced 
from  it.  8everal  of  them  like  Mme 
Georges  Bruant.  Sir  Thos.  Llpton  and 
Blanche  Double  de  Coubert  have  large 
flowers  with  prolonged  season  Others. 


over  the  season  until  frost. 

The  smooth  rose  iRosa  blanda)  has 
almott'^no  prickles  The  variety  Betty 
Bland  is  a tall  upright  shrub  with  good 
slsed  double  pink,  flowers.  By  contrast 
the  dull  red  wood  U vefy  attractive  in  the 
shrub  border  during  Winter  and  Spring. 

Because  all  these  rose*  are  hardy, 
coming  well  through  average  Winters  at 
Ottawa  without  protection,  they  have 
been  used  as  parents  for  the  rose  breeding 
program  at  the  Central  Experimental 
Farm  and  have  produced  many  Interest- 
ing hybrids  that  are  good  additions  for 
the  shrub  borders  In  Canadian  gardens. 
The  best  of  these  arc.  Agnes.  Grace. 
Ortnda.  8ylvania.  Mohawk  and  Iroquois 
This  group  gives  a range  in  height  from 
three  to  seven  feel,  a variety  of  growth 
habit  and  a spread  of  color  from  creamy 
yellow  to  deep  red.  Their  acquaintance 
as  shrubs  Is  worth  making 


Range  Rearing  of  Pullets 
Depends  on  Variety,  Strain 


PROFITABLE  operation  of  a laying 
flock  depend*  largely  on  good  man- 
agement. Factora  like  cost  of  feed 
and  price  of  eggs  are  beyond  the  oper- 
ator's control,  but  aside  from  these,  the 
ultimate  profU- making  capacity  of  a flock 
of  laying  pullet*  depend*  on  breed,  variety 
and  strain,  and  to  a great  extent  on  the 
manner  In  which  the  birds  have  been 
raised,  says  A S.  Johnson.  Division  of 
Poultry  Husbandry.  Central  Experimental 
Farm.  Ottawa 

The  rearing  of  chickens  Is  divided  into 
two  periods,  commencing  with  the  brood- 
ing period  of  about  eight  to  ten  week*, 
followed  by  the  range  period  up  until 
about  20  weeks  when  the  birds  begin  to 
lay  and  are  taken  into  the  laying  pen*. 
To  eliminate  the  chance  of  Infection  from 
disease  as  far  as  possible  a system  of  range 
management  Is  necessary.  This  Includes 
annual  rotation  of  ranges  in  either  a 
two.  three,  or  four-year  system  so  that 
each  year  the  birds  arc  on  fresh  ground. 
To  avoid  all  danger  of  contamination  the 
young  birds  should  be  kept,  away  from 
old  bird*  during  any  part  of  the  rearing 
period.  • 

USE  OF  PASTURES 
The  use  ol  pasture  as  a parf  of  the  diet 
of  the  growing  pullets  mean*  considerable 
saving  in  feed  costs.  The  quality  of  pullets 
as  laying  birds  Is  not  affected  by  restrict- 
ing the  grain  and  mash  ration  to  the 
extent  of  10  per  cent  and  up  to  20  per  cent 
of  the  normal,  and  substituting  pasture 


Heat,  Light  and 
Gan  Cause  Loss 


GREEN  feeds,  grain  and  grain  by- 
products. dried  fermentation  *ol- 
* ubles,  dried  yeast,  milk  and  milk 
by-products,  liver  meal.  Ash  meal,  flsh  oils 
and  synthetic  vitamins  are  the  most  com- 
mon carriers  of  vitamins  One  of  the  chief 
properties  of  vitamins  is  stability,  the 
ability  of  resisting  deterioration,  says 
Morris  NovlkofT,  Poultry  Division,  Central 
Experimental  Farm  Ottawa 
Destruction  of  vitamins  is  caused  mainly 
by  heat,  light  and  oxidation.  Vitamin  A 
and  the  “B  vitamins"  thiamin  and  panto- 
thenic acid,  are  affected  by  heal;  the 
higher  the  temperature  the  greater  and 
more  rapid  the  destruction.  Riboflavin  is 
readily  destroyed  by  light  and  Vitamin  A 
by  oxidation.  In  addition,  the  presence  of 
a rancid  fat  increases  the  possibility  of 
deterioration  of  vitamins  A.  D and  E. 
Rancidity  Itself  is  advanced  by  high  tem- 
peratures and  exposure  to  air  Mixed  min- 
eral supplements,  bone  meal,  ground  lime- 
stone. dried  milk  products.  Iron  sulphate, 
and  iron  oxide  also  cause  rapid  deteriora- 
tion of  vitamins  In  mineral  mixes  con- 
taining little  If  any  vegetable  ingredients, 
close  to  100  per  cent  destruction  of  vita- 
min A and  D can  occur  aflthln  a few  hours 
after  the  vitamins  are  added.  On  the  other 
hand,  carriers  such  as  oil  cake  meals. 


during  the  growing  period  This  Is  a big 
saving  at  present  feed  prices.  The  best 
method  of  doing  this  Is  to  feed  the  birds 
early  In  the  day.  as  much  as  they  will 
clean  up  In  a little  more  than  an  hour. 
They  should  then  be  allowed  to  go  with- 
out mash  for  five  or  six  hours,  and  be 
made  to  rely  on  pasture.  Periodic  cutting 
will  prevent  pasture  from  becoming  rank. 
It  Is  the  tender  ‘ second  growth”  the  birds 
like. 

SOIL  AND  £L1MATK 

Good  pasture  for  poultry  depends  to  a 
certain  extent  on  the  soil  and  the  climatic 
conditions.  Various  cloven  such  as  Ladino 
or  red  clover  arc  considered  good.  Al- 
falfa. blue-grass,  orchard  grass  or  various 
fescues  also  give  good  results.  Depending 
on  the  quality  of  the  pasture,  the  average 
range  should  raise  400  to  500  birds  per 
acre  and  colony  houses  and  range  shelters 
should  be  located  to  give  the  best  use  of 
pasture.  They  should  br  moved  every  two 
to  three  week*  depending  on  the  extent 
to  which  the  grass  ha*  been  cropped. 
Feeders  and  waterer*  should  be  moved 
more  often.  Thlr.  periodic  moving  pro- 
vides fresh  pasture  and  unpolluted 
ground. 

Pulleu  raised  by  the  method  outlined 
are  slightly  slower  In  reaching  sexual 
maturity  than  others,  but  have  a better 
opportunity  to  reach  good  body  weight. 
They  lay  fewer  peewee  eggs  and  in  a year 
of  production  will  perform  equally  as  well 
as  birds  raised  on  unrestricted  ration. 

Oxidation 
in  Vitamins 

cereals  and  molasses  are  conducive  to  re- 
tention of  vitamin  value.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  presence  of  soybean  meal 
tends  to  slow  down  deterioration  of  vita- 
mins A and  E 

Under  the  best  storage  conditions  feeds 
may  be  kept  wUfc  little  loss  In  vitamin 
value  for  at  least  a year  It  is  difficult* 
however,  to  do  this  since  It  Is  necessary  to 
have  refrigeration  and  the  absence  of 
light.  For  these  reasons,  feeds  should  be 
bought  In  small  quantities  at  a lime  dur- 
ing the  hot  Bummer  months.  It  has  been 
found  that  vitamin  stability  will  keep  bet- 
ter In  a paper  bag  than  In  a burlap  EAck 
because  the  former  reduces  exposure  to 
sir. 

Because  of  the  danger  of  deterioration 
of  vitamins  a margin  of  safety  Is  provided 
In  compounding  rations.  Recommended 
allowance#  have  been  set  as  a standard 
which  allows  a margin  of  60  per  cent  for 
vitamin  A.  40  per  cent  for  vitamin  D.  and 
approximately  20  per  cent  Tor  vitamins 
of  the  *'B”  complex,  over  and  above  nor- 
mal requirements  In  spite  of  tills.  It  is 
Important  that  feeds  be  given  the  best 
possible  storage  conditions,  or  If  this  Is 
not  possible,  the  purchase  of  vitamin  con- 
taining feed*  such  as  mashes  should  be  on 
a * hand  to  mouth”  basis. 


Canada’s  Livestock  Guarded 


I T U no  mere  happy  chance  that  Ca- 
nadian livestock  are  free  from  seri- 
ous animal  diseases  auch  as  foot  and 
mouth  disease,  contagious  pleuro-pneu- 
monla.  rinderpest,  and  other  destructive 
animal  plagues.  This  freedom  from  seri- 
ous animal  plagties  Is  due  In  a large  meas- 
ure to  the  careful  watch  kept  by  vetertn- 
srlans  of  Uie  Health  of  Animals  Division. 
Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture,  on 
Imports  of  livestock,  livestock  products 
snd  materials  likely  to  carry  Infection 
from  foreign  countries  where  such  animal 
plagues  do  exist,  su  Dr  T.  Childs,  veterin- 
ary director-general,  told  the  Manitoba 
Veterinary  Association  at  Its  annual  con- 
vention held  recently  In  Winnipeg.  The 
service  had  Its  beginning  in  1866  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  Inspection  is  shown  in 
the  ^results— no  serious  animal  plagues 
have  ever  gained  a foothold  in  Canada. 
.SAFETY  RULE 

This  record  is  the  more  Impressive  when 
It  is  remembered  that  there  are  only  two 
eountrte*  in  the  world,  the  United  States 
and  Newfoundland.,  from  which  It  la  gen- 
erally considered  safe  to  permit  unfe- 


rtile ted  entry  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products.  Inspection  regulations  are, 
however,  applied  against  livestock  .from 
these  countries  1/  special  circumstances 
arias  which  make  it  necessary  Entry  of 
livestock,  livestock  products  and  other 
material  from  all  other  countries  are  sub- 
ject to  Import  permits,  quarantine,  in- 
spection. testing. '"treatment,  fumigation, 
and  any  other  necessary  procedure  re- 
gardless of  the  health  certificates  which 
may  accompany  tha  shipments.'  Imports 
are  not  permitted  to  proceed  beyond  the 
quarantine  station  at  the  port  of  entry 
until  the  divisional  veterinarian  In  charge 
Is  fully  satisfied  that  the  animals  are 
healthy,  or  the  products  and  material  free 
from  disease  There  are  about  20  ports 
of  entry  around  the  coasts  and  borden  of 
Canada  and  these  are  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  divisional  veterinarians.  .

Dish  for  the  Day 

By  THE  CHEF 

FOR  SQUAB  CHICKEN 
A year  ago  1 was  In  Quebec,  at  the 
famed  Chateau  Fron tense,  with  its  mag- 
nificent view  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  1U 
Plains  of  Abraham,  its  steep  cobbled 
streets  and  Its  pervasive  horses.  The  Cha- 
teau Itself  is  full  of  charm.  My  only  objec- 
tion was  that  one  had  to  line  up  walling 
for  meals— Quebec  was  that  crowded.  It 


that  It  Is  one  of  the  show  p 
and.  therefore,  packed  to  the  ears  with 
tourists. 

But  the  food,  when  we  did  get  It,  wa» 
superb  and  lived  up  to  the  reputation  of 
th#  Chateau  chef*  in  every  detail.  They 
had  special  ways  of  doing  lobster  that 
were  different  from  the  usual  thermldors 
and  newburghs.  and  their  steaks  and 
roast  beef  were  rare  and  Juicy,  but  two 
dishes  I particularly  liked  were  squab 
chicken  and  veal  kldneya. 

The  maitre  d'hote  I wangled  the  recipe* 
for  me  I have  tried  them  out  several 
times  with  excellent  results  right  In  my 
own  home  * 

Gel  a couple  of  squab  chickens,  weigh- 
ing about  l*i  pounds  apiece.  Clean  and 
truss  them  for  roasting.  Cut  pound  ol 
salt  pork  In  rectangle*  Boll  these  just  a 
few  minutes  Then  fry  them  in  butter. 
Take  out  the  pieces  of  pork  and  put  the 
rhlckens  In  the  butter  Brown  th**  chickens 
all  over,  then  put  them  with  the  pork  Into 
a casserole. 

Fry  about  six  potatoes,  peeled  and 
sliced.  In  the  butter  that  the  pork  and 
chickens  were  cooked  in.  Put  the  slices 
around  the  Thickens,  pour  the  pan  Juices 
over  all.  wlfh  salt  and  pepper  to  taste. 
Cover  the  casserole  and  etook  in  a moder- 
ate oven  until  done,  basting  the  chickens 
occasionally  Toward  the  last,  add  a glass 
of  dry  white  wine  to  the  basting  liquid 

For  the  veal  kidney  dish,  select  nice 
firm  veal  kidneys— four  will  do  Cut  them 
in  slices  and  season  with  salt  and  pepper 
Saute  them  well  in  *4  cup  of  butter.  When 
the  kidneys  arc  brown,  drain  off  the  but- 
ter and  put  the  kidney  slices  on  a plate 

Put  two  glasses  of  dry  sherry  in  the  pan. 
together  with  aome  allced  mushroom*  and 
enough  canned  mushroom  soup  to  make  a 
rich  sauce.  When  heated  through,  add 
the  kidney*,  some  minced  parsley,  four 
Hiblespoon*  of  butter  and  a good  dash  of 
lemon  Juice.  Mix  well  and  let  heat  thor- 
oughly. Serve  In  the  centre  of  a ring  ol 
fluffy  steamed  rice  and  pour  plenty  of  the 
sauce  over  the  kidneys.

We  can  afford  to  err  once  in  a 
while,  but  we  will  suffer  If  we  persist  in 
Ignoring  the  cardinal  rules  of  nulrlUon. 
Accdhdfhg  to  the  experts,  the  only  sure 
guarantee  of  optimum  health  from  food 
is  to  plan  meals  around  a wide  variety. 
Including  milk,  fruits,  vegetables,  meats 
and  whole  grain  cereals,  and  to  use  these 
in  as  fresh  and  natural  a state  as  possible. 

EASY  TO  EAT 

Life’s  experiences,  can't  all  be  served  up 
to  us  sugar  coated* and  on  a platter,  but 
health  authorlUes  say  that  we  can  do 
something  to  make  at  least  one  ol  life's 
essentials  — food  — easier  to  take  They 
point  out  trtat  appearance  of  food  has  an 
Important  bearing  on  its  acceptability 
and.  consequently,  on  Its  value.  They  be- 
lieve that  parents  should  bear  this  In  mind 
when  they  are  coaxing  children  to  eat  un- 
attractive dishes.  If  It's  good  to  eat,  they 
claim,  It's  easy  to  fix  up  to  look  and  Laste 
good 

IODINE  IN  FOOD 

Medical  authorlUes  recommend  the  use 
of  iodised  salt  for  prevention  of  simple 
goitre.  Iodine  is  necessary  for  proper 
functioning  of  the  thyroid  gland.  Food 
contains  little  Iodine,  and.  In  some  inland 
regions,  water  and  food  available  may  fail 
to  supply  even  the  small  amounts  we  need. 
Public  health  authorlUes  suggest  that  the 
family  doctor  be  consulted  as  to  whether 
there  Is  enough  Idotne  In  one's  diet.  If 
he  recommends  It,  Canadians  should  usd 
iodised  salt  in  their  food. 

REAL  RECREATION 

Recreation  is  becoming  an  Increasingly 
vital  element  in  city  life,  and  Canadian 
health  authorities  recommend  it,  not  only 
as  a matter  of  fun  In  leisure  hours,  but 
as  a major  factor  in  the  development  of 
good  ctUxenship  and  the  cultivation  of 
good  living  Recreation  means  health, 
relaxation  and  community  spirit  — for 
adults  as  well  as  for  children.  Playgrounds 
have  been  proven  to  reduce  juvenile  delin- 
quency. They  keep  children  off  the  streets, 
and  thus  save  lives,  tort 

HABITS  THAT  HURT 

Mother.  If  your  child  has  bad  habits, 
what  are  you  doing  about  It?  National 
Health  headquarters  wants  you  to  under- 
stand that  you  won’t  get  anywhere  by 
scolding,  spanking,  shaming  or  bribing 
the  child.  He  must  be  made  to  under- 
stand that  everything  possible  Is  being 
done  to  help  him.

Officials  ol  the  Experimental  Fox  Ranch. 
Summenlde.  PEI,  have  inexpensively 
overcome  deficiency  ol  the  vitamin,  bio- 
tin, in  fox  pups  by  feeding  them  low- 
priced  Incubator  eggs  from  hatcheries. 

Tthe  Dominion  Department  of  Agri- 
culture suggests  tha!  the  feeding  rate 
should  be  one  or  two  Incubator  cgg.s  a 
day  from  weaning  lime  until  the  first  of 
September,  but  warns  that  a permit  tv 
required  to  buy  this  fox  food. 

Under  egg  grading  regulations  Incu- 
bator eggs  arc  classed  os  rejects  and  may 
br  bought  only  by  persons  holding  a 
permit  lo  buy  rejects.  The  prospective 
buyer  may  obtain  this  permit  at  no  charge 
from  the  District  Office  of  the  Dominion 
Poultry  Products  Inspection  Service  of  thr 
province  in  which  he  lives. 

The  purpose  of  I his  regulat  ion  is  to 
prevent  reject  eggs  from  getting  Into 
regular  trade  channels.

CHIMNEYS  and  fireplaces  are  likely 
to  be  pretty  eccentric  if  not  con- 
structed according  to  rigid  and  sci- 
entific principles.  For  example,  where 
homes  are  close  to  sea  levef  greater  draft 
Is  needed  because  of  the  relatively  slug- 
gish atmosphere  caused  by  density  of  the 
air.  In  high  elevations,  the  air  is  rare  and 
the  chimney  can  be  smaller. 

It  Is  recommended  that  ^fireplaces  and 
chtmncyj  be  built  by  experienced  men. 
The  reason  for  this  Is  obvious;  the  tech- 
nical details  of  chimney  construction  de- 
mand a broad  knowledge  of  draft  peculi- 
arities. 

The  chimney  shotild  extend  beyond  the 
highest  point  of  the  roof  and  should  be 
fairly  free  from  obstruction  by  overhang- 
ing trees  The  throats  of  fireplaces  should 
be  equipped  with  a smoke-shelf  above  And 
back  of  the  throat,  to  turn  downward  the 


flow  of  fresh  air  which  Is  common  to  most 
chimney*. 

Metal  heal  circulating  units  have  many 
advantages,  one  being  a guarantee  of 
proper  design,  since  the  fireplace  is  built 
around  a scientifically  planned  form. 

USE  OF  DAMPER# 

The  use  of  dampers  Is  recommended  for 
fireplace*,  as  they  help  overcome  physical 
conditions  which  often  cause  the  fireplace 
lo  amokc.  by  providing  a throat  of  uniform 
size  the  full  width  of  the  fireplace.  Other 
advantages  of  dampers  are:  They  provide 
fire  control  by  cutting  down  the  flow  of 
draft,  keep  room  heat  In  when  the  fire- 
place Is  not  in  use,  and  vent  the  home 
during  the  8ummer. 

All  chimneys  should  be  lined  with  close 
fitting,  vltnfled  clay  flue  lining.  Hie 
smooth  surface  gives  a better  draught— 
but  more  important,  it  reduces  the  fire 
hazard.  ' 


Clematis  for  Every  Garden 


ALTHOUOH  unfamiliar  to  many  gar- 
deners. there  Is  not  one  of  the  fam- 
ily of  climbing  plants  that  can  boast 
of  the  charm  and  beauty  of  clematis. 

Somehow  the  delicate  beauty  of  its 
bloom  has  led  many  to  believe  that  ete- 
maUa  vines  are  exacting  In  their  require- 
ments, and  that  they  arc  hard  to  grow. 

Once  started  In  a suitable  location,  cle- 
matis Is  not  difficult  to  grow,  for  It  readily 
adapts  Itself  to  a fence,  old  stump,  garden 
arch  or  trellis  It  can  also  be  grown  on 
wires,  strung  against  a garden  wall,  or 
used  to  screen  out  garage*  or  other  bulld- 
ings.  , 

O rowers  are  gradually  adding  to  the 
varieties  of  clematis,  and  both  the  large 
and  the  small -flowered  kinds  offer  wide 
variety  from  which  to  make  selections. 

Soil  Test  Best 

In  addition  to  water  and  air  several  ele- 
ments are  required  for  promoting  plant 
growth.  Attention  ha*  bean  directed 
mainly  on  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid  and 
pota*h.  and,  to  a lesser  degree,  calcium 
and  magnesium  as  plant  rood*.  For  cer- 
tain crops  and  soil  types  other  plant  roods, 
such  as  boron,  cobalt,  copper,  iron,  mag- 
nesium. manganese,  molybdenum,  sodium, 
sulphur,  sine  and  others  may  be  required. 
This  group  Is  called  lesser  plant  foods,  not 
due  to  lack  of  importance,  but  because 
plants  require  only  small  quantities  of 
them. 

The  fertility  of  the  soil  on  many  Cana- 
dian farms  has  become  badly  reduced 
from  constant  cropping,  says  O.  W Mich- 
ael. associate  chief  • — Fertilisers.  Plant 
Products  Division,  Dominion  Department 
of  AgricuHarf.  Ottawa  Some  soils  may 
have  become  deficient  In  one  or  more  of 
theee  leaser  plant  foods  for  certain  crops, 
but  before  buying  them  either  singly  or 
In  mixtures,  the  soil  should  toe  tested  to 
determine  whether  any  deficiency  exist* 
and  whether  there- 1*  a real  need  of  ap- 
plying them. 


The  old  purple  Jackmanl  Is  still  a popular 
variety,  but  It  now  ha*  many  competitors 
in  many  sixes  and  colors. 

The  large  single  white  clematis.  ’’Hen- 
ry!.” produces  flowers  which  often  meas- 
ure eight  inches.  They  are  especially  at- 
tractive when  the  vine  grows  against  a 
dark  background,  trellis  or  garage  build- 
ing. 

The  Duchess  of  Edinburgh  is  a double 
among  the  clematis  florlda  hybrids.  Its 
pure  white  flowers  are  not  unlike  a gar- 
denia. It  can  be  grown  effectively  on 
porch  pillars 

Care  should  be  laken  In  planting  cle- 
matis to  choose  a location  where  Die  roots 
will  be  partly  shaded.  If  the  plants  are 
set  In  full  sun,  a Summer  mulch  may  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  roots  cool  and  moist 

Clematis  may  be  planted  in  cither 
Spring  or  Fall.  In  the  latter  case  earth 
should  be  hilled  up  ror  protection  against 
Winter  killing. 


Simple  lines  should  be  used  in  fireplace 
and  mantel  for  the  small  home.  The 
ornate  is  distinctly  out  of  fashion.  The 
modem  fireplace,  often  without  mantel,  la 
actually  Just  a hole  in  the  wall. 

Outside  chimney*  are  often  incorporated 
In  the  design  of  a home  as  a distinct  dec- 
orative feature  Again  simplicity  Is  desir- 
able so  the  chimney  will  blend  with  the 
house  as  one  architectural  unit.  A chim- 
ney which  serves  an  Inside  chimney  usu- 
ally has  flue  lining  extended  well  above 
the  cement  cap  Below  is  a cement  cap, 
usually  painted  black  so  smutting  will  not 
be  noticed,  while  at  the  point  where  the 
chimney  passe*  through  the  roof  Is  tiie 
metal  flashing  needed  to  make  the  point 
watertight. 

LIKELY  TO  SETTLE 

Contrary  to  common  belief,  a chimney 
U not  a prop  or  a structural  column  to 
give  support  to  framing  members  of  a 
house,  such  a*  Joists  and  studs  Due  to 
the  weight  of  the  materials  used  In  its 
construction,  practically  any  chimney 
built  on  the  average  soli  Is  likely  to  settle 
slightly.  If  the  framing  members  of  a 
house  are  attached  to  the  chimney,  set- 
tling will  cause  the  framing  members  to 
settle  also,  resulting  In  cracked  plaster 
and  sagging  floors.  Furthermore,  the 
masonry  may  become  very  hot  when  the 
furnace  or  other  heating-unit  fire  is 
burning. 

Cracks  In  the  masonry  due  to  settling 
may  develop  especially  when  the  framing 
members  are  built  Into  the  chimney  in 
order  to  give  some  support  to  the  upper 
portion  of  the  chimney.  Cracks  may  per- 
mit the  passage  of  flames  or  air  currents 
ol  high  temperatures  and  result  In  a Are 
starting  In  the  walls,  floor*  or  roof  around 
the  chimney.  It  is  essential,  therefore, 
that  chimney  be  self-supporting  and 
so  constructed  as  to  be  absolutely  inde- 
pendent of  the  house  framing 

It  should  rest  on  a solid  foundaUon.  Its 
base  should  extend  below  the  frost  line. 
The  looser  snd  less  compact  the  soli,  the 
larger  should  be  the  footings 


When  Tulips  Start  “Run  Out” 


ARE  your  tulips  'giving  up  the  ghost," 
•o  to  speak?  In  place  of  Spring 
blooms  have  you  found  a single, 
mammoth  leaf?  ‘ 

This  means  that  temporarily  your  tulips 
have  ’’run  out,”  although  underground  a 
cluster  of  baby  bulba  are  struggling  to 
grow  up. 

It  is  time  to  take  up  the  bulb*.  When 
you  dig  them  up  you  will  find  baby  bulbs 
of  all  sliek  clustered  together  It  is  a 
period  of  multiplication  and  division. 

Keep  the  bulbs  for  a month  or  to  la  a 
cool.  dry.  dark  place  to  dry  out  before 
separating  them  and  cleaning  them  M 
dried-up  roots. 

If  you  are  interested  In  siding  Nature 
In  her  propagation  program,  plant  the 
young  bulbs  again  late  in  the  Fall  It  ts 
best  to  plant  them  in  a bed  of  their  own 


where  you  can  keep  tab  on  them  Bet.  th* 
bulbs  four  Inche*  deep 
From  then  on  for  several  years  or  so  it 
will  be  necessary  to  take  the  bulba  up 
every  Summer  and  replant  them  again  In 
the  Fall  in  their  special  nursery  bed. 

The  bulb#  will  reach  blooming  site  again 
in  from  two  to  three  years,  after  which 
they  can  bv  wt  out  again  in  garden  beds. 

The  baby  bulba  will  do  best  and  develop 
more  quickly  If  during  the  nursery  stage 
they  are  planted  In  good,  rich  soil.  Local 
weather  a*  well  a*  soil  condition*  are  fac- 
tors in  their  development,  durtng  this 
growth  period  from  'offsets”  to  mature 
bulbs  again  / 

If  your  patience  is  limited,  you  may 
prefer  to  plant  new  full- aired  bulbs  every 
Fall  so  that  you  can  be  sure  of  enjoying 
their  colorful  bloom*  with  certainly  the 
following  Spring.

NAME  of  Thomas  Trounce  it  perpetu- 
ated in  Victoria  today  In  Trounce 
Alley,  running  from  Broad  to  Gov- 
ernment. between  Yates  and  View 
The  story  u that  View  Street,  from 
Broad  to  Government  was  once  cloned 
off  and  this  *u  annoyed  Mr  Trounce  that 
ne  gave  the  city  the  alleyway,  so  people 
would  not  have  to  walk  around  by  way  of 


Avenue  In  the  old  days. 

Few  people  can  recall  Thomas  Trounce, 
yrt  half  a century  ago  he  was  one  of  the 
prrgntnent  citizen*—  indeed,  even  then  he 
wav,  a pioneer,  for  he  had  been  here  from 
early  days  and  saw  the  city  grow  from  its 
gra.*is  root*  up. 

The  Trounce  home,  at  436  Michigan 
Rireet.  stands  a*  staunch  as  whep  lint 
built  80  years  or  so  ago  It  must  have 
been' a delightful  home,  set  In  a big  gar- 
den, and  It  was  a hospitable  home,  too, 
judging  by  old  records.  8tones  were  plied 
one  on  ihe  other  to  make  the  outside 
w alls,  clear  to  the  roof  Most  of  the  house 
ha*  been  6tuccoed  over,  but  the  entire 
west  wall  shows  the  stones  There  is 
gingerbread  aplenty  hanging  from  the 
raves  and  many  of  the  windows  are 
French -style —opening  in  like  doors- and 
run  nearly  from  celling  to  floor. 

OF  BRITISH  STOCK 

Thomas  Trounce  and  his  wife,  both 
born  in  England,  went  to  Australia  in  the 
long  ago,  like  many  other  well-known 
early-day  English  families  of  Victoria. 
The  California  gold  rush  of  1849  called 
them  to  this  continent.  Most  of  them 
were  so  British  that,  while  they  apparent- 
ly liked  California  well  enough,  they  could 
not  be  quite  fully  content  under  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  and  longed  for  the  ITnion 
Jack  Victoria  was  the  British  point  near- 
est California  and  here  these  people  came, 
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Th#  First  Mrs.  Trounce 
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The  Second  Mrs  Trounce

Mrs.  Emma  Richards,  both  of  this  city, 
were  united  In  marriage  at  San  Francisco 
on  the  13th  ultimo  and  sailed  for  Aus- 
tralia. where  they  will  spend  the  honey- 
moon. They  will  return  to  Victoria  dur- 
ing the  Summer." 

Mr  Trounce  lived  at  his  James  Bay 
home  another  11  years.  He  died  there 
at  87.  June  30.  1900.  the  funeral  account 
saying;  "there  was  a very  large  attend- 
ance— the  Masons  turned  out  In  a body, 
the  following  acting  as  pallbearers:  R B 
McMicklng,  A.  McKeown.  E Harris.  D. 
Wilson.  John  Teague  and  T.  Shotbolt 
Services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  C.  Bry- 
ant and  R E Brett  for  the  Masons  ." 

FRIEND  OF  CHURCH 

Rev  Mr.  Bryant,  writing  In  The  Metho- 
dist Recorder  preserved  In  the  Provincial 
Archives,  gives  perhaps  the  best  Insight 
Into  Thomas  Trounces  personality  and 
character:  He  settled  in  Victoria  ere  the 
Methodist  missionaries  arrived.  Here  he 
built  a beautiful  stone  residence,  sur- 
rounded with  ample  grounds,  which  In 
after  years  became  a welcome  haven  to 
many  a worn  Methodist  Itinerant  when 
visiting  Victoria  or  attending  the  annual 


in  the  day  of  open  balloting  when  every- 
one knew  how  everyone  else  voted  and 
made  good  use  of  the  information 
Wpmen,  of  course,  were  not  allowed  to 
vote;  men  thoyght  It  indelicate  for  ladies 
to  pay  any  attention  whatever  to  politics, 
though  sometimes,  behind  husbands 
backs,  it  is  believed  ladies  did  mention 
public  affairs,  in  the  quiet  of  their  draw- 
ing rooms,  though  they  were  careful  to 
keep  their  opinions  to  themselves. 

MINIATURE  ESTATE 
Mr  and  Mrs  Trounce  tflrned  their 
James  Bay  residence  Into  a miniature  es- 
tate and  they  had  a greenhouse— some- 
thuig  then  very  stylish  indeed  for  Vic- 
toria The  Trounce  greenhouse  soon  be- 
came a showplace.  In  the  garden  today 
is  an  old  greenhouse,  believed  the  ong- 


meelings  which  in  early  days  lasted  over 
two  Sabbaths 

"Bro.  Trounce,  as  an  architect,  designed 
the  first  Methodist  Church  In  the  city 
and  afterwards  worshipped  there  for 
many  years.  It  was  under  the  ministry  of 
Rev.  a E.  Rusa,  M A . that  Bro.  Trounce 
made  a deliberate  surrender  of  himself 
to  Christ,  and  while  never  demonstrative 
in  his  religious  profession  manifested, 
nevertheless,  an  Intelligent  appreciation 
of  his  privileges  In  Christ.  When  '.he 
church  was  built  at  James  Bay.  near  his 
residence,  he  transferred  his  membership 
tlAre,  although  the  Infirmities  of  age  pre- 
vented his  regular  attendance  upon  pub- 
lic worship." 

The  Trounce  home  sits  yet  tn  the  midst 
of  a lovely  garden.  Its  graceful  porch  Is 
now  at  the  back  and  Its  old  downstair* 
kitchen  has  been  turned  into  a suite  In 
the  former  dining-room  Is  one  of  the  fin- 
est period  fireplaces  in  Victoria— cast  iron. 
In  the  shape  of  a giant  horseshoe,  with 
fancy  scrollwork,  and  when  the  coals  are 
burning,  casting  glints  on  the  tall  French 
windows  It  is  not.  difficult  to  imagine  one- 
self back  in  the  more  leisurely  days  of  the 
seventies.

Ths  Trounces  arrived  here  in  1858. 
When  their  Michigan  8treet.  home  went 
up  Is  unknown  today,  but  It  must  have 
been  in  the  early  sixties— for  stone  resi- 
dences were  the  style  of  the  prosperous 
in  those  days.  Time  was  when  It  fronted 
Superior  Street;  Mr.  Trounce  later  sold 
the  Superior  frontage  and  put  his  front 
gate  on  Menxie*.  After  his  death  the 
property  was  again  subdivided  and  made 
to  face  Michigan. 

ARCHITECT-BUILDER 
Trounce  was  an  architect  and  builder, 
and  apparently  became  well-to-do  here. 
He  early  took  an  Interest  In  the  activities 
of  the  town  and  his  name  frequently  ap- 
pears In  old  newspapers.  At  one  time  the 
first  Mrs.  Trounces  brother-in-law  and 
alster,  Mr.  and  Mrs  Edwin  Donald,  lived 
In  Victoria.  Edgar  Fawcett  In  his  "8ome 
Reminiscences  of  Old  Victoria"  aaya  "The 
Trounces  and  the  Donalds  lived  in  tents 
on  Douglas  Street  In  1858,  and  when  our 
family  arrived  they  had  Just  moved  Into 
what  was  then  considered  a very  hand- 
eome  house  on  Kane  8treet.” 

First  mention  of  Thomas  Trounce  in 
The  Colonist  was  January  8 of  1861:  "Ed- 
ward G.  Alston,  Tho*.  Trounce  and  J.  R 
8 tew  art.  having  been  appointed  a Court 
of  Revision  under  the  Trades’  Licenses 
Act  to  hear  and  decide  upon  applications 
for  a reduction  In  the  amounts  of  assess- 
ment, met  on  Saturday  last." 

Two  years  later.  Jan.  3,  1863  Messrs 
John  I.  Cochrane  and  Thomas  Trounce,  of 
Victoria,  and  Lewis  Davis,  of  Esquimau, 
have  been  appointed  Colonial  assessors 
under  the  One  Per  Cent  Tax  on  Rral  Es- 
tate Act  and  will  enter  upon  their  duties 
immediately." 

MIXED  IN  POLITICS 
In  this  position  Mr.  Trounce  found  him- 
eelf  mixed  up  in  pollUrs—  In  a day  when 
politics  was  a much  more  rough  and  tum- 
ble game  than  It  Is  today  and  political 
meeting*  were  always  lively  affairs,  with 
much  name  calling,  hissing,  booing  and 
wild  cheering.  Mr.  Trounce  got  Involved 
in  an  argument  one  night  at  the  Lyceum 
Theatre  at  a public  meeting  called  to  form 
a reform  association.  According  to  old 
newspapers  a Mr.  Young  said  ’ one  of  the 
assessors  promised  to  vote  for  de  Cosmos 
at  the  Esquimau  election,  but  voted  for 
Oordon  afterwards."  This  statement  an- 
noyed Mr.  Trounce  who  shouted  from 
hla  place  In  the  audience:  "That’*  a false 
hood"  This,  reported  the  newspaper, 
caused  a great  senaatlon.  "Speak  th* 
truth  and  you'll  have  no  Interruptions 
from  me."  shouted  Trounce.  He  was 
ealled  to  the  platform  and  explained  that 
when  asked  to  vote  for  de  Cosmos  he  said 
he  would  not  He  said  thnt  he  had  told 
de  Cosmos  that  he  had  heard  Be  had 
sworn  allegiance  to  another  country. 
Therefore,  said  Trounce,  he  could  not  vote 
for  de  Cosmo*  A Mr  Harris  got  up  and 
said  Mr.  Trounce  had  told  him  that  he 
would  not  vole  against  de  Cosmos,  but 
afterwards  voted  for  Capt  Oordon.  This 
statement,  noted  the  paper,  was  greeted 
with  applause  and  hisses  This  took  place 


this:  "Floriculture  — wc  were  yesterday 
shown  an  assortment  of  flowering  shrubs 
and  plants,  to  be  sold  at  auction  at  noon 
today  by  Messrs.  Daniel  Scott  A , that 
would  grace  any  nobleman's  park  In  Eng- 
land The  Pelargoniums  or  geraniums, 
which  are  of  every  age.  size  and  variety  of 
hue  are  particularly  fine  Among  the 
collection  are  also  fuchsias  in  variety, 
myrtles,  Laurest^nas.  Heliotrope,  Hydran- 
geas. Calceolarias.  English  Verbena.  Calla- 
ELhioptca.  Oleanders.  Brabamlas.  Rhodo- 
dendrons. Plttlsporlum  « a line  plant  in 
flower),  Ladles'  Slipper,  Roses  (maidens 
blush'  and  othej  varieties.  These  beauti- 
ful plants  have  been  raised  with  great  care 
In  the  greenhouse  of  Mr  Thos.  Trounce 
at  James  Bay  and  are  well  worth  the  at- 
tention of  ladies  and  the  public  generally." 

One  day  Mr  Trounce  found  himself  in 
court  The  Colonist  reported.  In  1865: 
"Ah  Sou  v.  Trounce  and  others  In  thla 
case  the  plaintiff  sued  the  defendants, 
Thos.  Trounce  and  Donald,  hi*  servant, 
for  obstructing  him  In  going  up  the  steps 
at  the  side  of  8elleck's  Wharf.  Esquimau, 
with  his  goods,  and  compelled  him  to  pay 
one  bit  for  the  privilege  of  going  up."  Ah 
Sou  won  and  received  damages  of  25  cents. 

Trounce  had  many  early-day  contracts 
in  Victoria  ana  In  September  of  1866  suc- 
cessfully bid  on  naval  construction  at  Es- 
quimau— a storehouse  and  machine  shop 
on  Hospital  Point  A few  years  later  he 
became  Interested  In  coal  in  the  Queen 
Charlotte  Island*.  The  Colonist  of  June 
12.  1869.  reporting.  "For  Queen  Charlotte's 
— the  steamer  Otter  will  carry  to  the  an- 
thracite coal  mine  on  Queen  Charlotte 
Island  Mr  Thos  Trounce  and  several 
workmen  Mr  Trounce  goes  up  to  su- 
perintend the  general  working  of  the  mine 
and  will  be  absent  some  months" 

VISIT  TO  ENGLAND 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Trounce  were  well  liked 
tn  Victoria  and  when  they  left  on  a trip 
to  England  in  1870  they  merited  this  no- 
tice In  The  Colonist;  "Thos  Trounce.  Esq., 
and  Mrs  Trounce  will  take  their  depar- 
ture for  England  by  the  next,  steamer. 
Mr.  Trounce  has  been  Identified  with 
the  colony  since  1858  and  some  of  the 
finest  structures  and  the  naval  store- 
houses were  planned  or  erected  under  nis 
immediate  supervision  We  are  glad  to 
learn  the  absence  of  Mr  and  Mrs  Trounce 
will  be  only  temporary  " 

The  first  Mrs  Trounce  died  In  1888.  The 
Colonist  of  February  4 that  year  report- 
ing: "It  is  with  regret  that  we  are  called 
upon  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Jane,  the 
beloved  wife  of  Mr  Thomas  Trounce,  who 
died  at  the  family  residence,  James  Bay. 
The  deceased,  who  was  75  years  of  age, 
was  a native  of  Cornwall  She  had  been 
ailing  for  many  years,  but  her  death, 
which  was  unlooked  for.  has  caused  deep 
sorrow  among  her  many  friends  She  was 
* consistent  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  was  prominently  connected 
therewith  In  the  early  days,  having  ar- 
rived here  In  1858,  Mr  Trounce  has  th* 
sympathy  of  all  In  this  great  sorrow  which 
has  fallen  upon  him." 

The  next  year,  January  6 of  1*89.  The 
Colonist  noted  Mr  Thos  Trounce  and

THERE  at*  two  kinds  of  Arabs,  the 
Bedouin  nomads  of  the  wilderness, 
and  the  settled  tribesmen  of  the 
oasis;  but  they  have  one  thing  In  common 
They  are  probably  the  moat  hospitable 
people  on  earth  A stranger  arriving  at  the 
poorest  of  hornet  will  be  greeted  with 
coffee  and  a share  of  whatever  thare  is 
to  eat.  From  the  time  he  has  murmured: 
"Peace  be  unto  you,"  and  received  the 
reply,  "And  to  you  peace,"  he  is  the  guest 
of  the  household,  and  everything  wUi  be 
done  to  make  him  comfortable 
The  first  Arab  meal  of  which  I partook 
was  at  the  Oasis  of  Turrabba.  southeast  of 
Mecca.  We  had  driven  all  day  through  a 
dreary  desert,  dotted  with  volcanic  rubble 
and  extinct  era  Ur*;  and  late  livthe  after- 
noon came  suddenly  to  the  bright  green 
oasis  with  its  castellated  building*  of  brown 
mud  brick-  Thare  we  were  greeted  by  a tall 
negro  in  full  Arab  robea.  a servant  of  the 
Emir,  and  led  by  him  through  the  heavy 
wooden  door  to  his  master'*  home. 

IN  A TALL.  DIM  ROOM 
* Dropping  our  aandai*  at  the  door,  w* 
•hook  hands  and  sat  down,  one  on  each 
side  of  the  Emir,  w\ttT our  back*  against 
the  wall  and  our  lac*  curled  under  us  on 
the  carpet  At  one  side  the  smoke  curled 
up  from  an  open  hearth  to  escape  through 
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a hols  in  the  ceiling;  but  apart  from  the 
carpet  and  a few  cushions  there  was  no 
other  furniture  The  tall  dim  room  had 
but  a few  windows,  high  above  us,  but  it 
was  warm  and  comfortable  after  the  bitter 
winds  outside 

Coffee  was  brought  round  In  a beaten 
brass  pot  with  a heavy  lid  and  graceful 
spout;  and  poured  into  tiny  brown  cups 
without  handles,  which  the  servant  held 
in  his  right  hand.  It  was  black,  and  flav- 
ored with  cardamon  seed,  a taste  I had  not 
then  acquired;  but  the  cup*  were  so  tiny 
that  even  the  three  fillings,  which  It  Is 
polite  to  accept,  amounted  to  a very 
small  drink.  As  each  of  us  shook  our  cups 
as  an  indication  that  we  had  finished,  the 
servant  refilled  them,  and  passed  them  on 
to  the  other  guests  seated  farther  down 
the  wali.

An  enormous  dish,  quite  two  feet  In 
diameter,  was  set  upon  a circular  rafia 
mat,  and  piled  high  with  rice  and  the  dis- 
membered portions  of  a whole  sheep  Discs 
of  unleavened  bread  marked  tha  places 
where  each  of  us  should  sit.  and  round 
the  edges  of  the  dish  were  Ml  the  most  de- 
licious truffles,  each  the  stse  of  s small 
potato  Without  further  ado  w«  sat  down 
with  oyr  servant*  and  guides  and  drivers 
and  started  to  feed 

LIKE  PEAS  ON  A FORK 

Without  practice  it  is  not  easy  to  acquire 
the  manner  of  rolling  rice  into  a bail,  and 
throwing  It  Into  your  mouth,  without  leav- 
ing a tell-tale  trail  dpwn  your  headdress 
and  beard.  The  meat,  particularly  the 
liver,  is  easier  to  handle.  Opposite  qpte  a 
small  boy.  one  of  the  Emir’s  sons,  stood 
walling  with  a bowl  of  water,  should  we 
feel  thirsty;  and  I could  not  help  feeling 
hia  eye  upon  me.  For  what  seemed  an  hour 
we  went  on  eating;  the  servant,  as  was 
polite,  remarked  our  lack  of  appetite; 
and.  when  with  one  accord  we  all  stood 
up,  I had  never  felt  more  reptets  In  all 
my  life.  W#  washed,  and  returned  to  the 
other  room  for  more  coffee,  and  Rot  milk 
and  ginger,  and  tea 

Very  different  was  the  meal  I had  one 
February  morning  at  a B*d«*ln  encamp- 
ment In  Central  Nejd  A long  low  tent  of 
black  aklns  had  been  eet  with  lie  back 
to  the  wind  on  a wide  grassy  plain;  and 
In  front  black  sheepskin  rugs  were  laid 


out  around  a cheerful  fire,  at  which  our 
host,  was  boiling  the  coffee. 

BUYING  THE  SHEEP 

We  had  come  to  buy  a sheep  and.  while 
we  drank  our  coffee,  the  animals  were 
paraded  one  by  one  in  front  of  us.  The 
guide  felt  their  frames,  and  particularly 
the  weight  of  their  tails,  and.  when  we 
had  struck  a bargain  for  the  best,  at  a 
price  of  about  nine  dollars,  our  host 
brought  forward  the  meal. 

By  this  time  we  had  been  Joined  by  a 
number  of  Bedouin  from  the  tents  around, 
swarthy  men  with  long  black  hair,  milk 
white  teeth,  and  friendly  smites  The  first 
course  was  a big  dish  of  the  heiwa  dates 
from  ‘Hall,  which  are  famous  for  their 
sugary  sweetness  In  the  middle  was  a 
small  bowl  of  camel  butter,  into  which  we 
dipped  the  dates,  before  popping  them 
Into  our  mouths.  Bowls  of  sour  milk  were 
handed  from  man  to  man;  and  the  dates 
were  followed  by  Bedouin  cheese,  hard 
and  PfttUf  and  very  strong,  shaped  with 
the  hands  to  resemble  creamy  white 
waffles. 

With  very  few  exceptions  all  the  meals 
I ate  In  Arable  were  clean  and  well 
cooked . and  some  of  the  dishes  particular- 
ly satisfying  I remember  roast  gaasUe.  and 
on  another  occasion  bustard;  I remember 
a breakfast  blancmange  flavored  with 
dates;  f remember  a delicious  pudding 
made  with  r Krone  Not  all  the  people  could 
enjoy  such  fare.

Australia;  Its  Language  Question

EFORE  they  leave  for  Aua- 
*S  trails  and  New  Zealand  in 


other  members  of  Lhe  Royal  Family 
will  study  the  Maori  tongue  so  that 
they  may  understand  and  be  under- 
stood by  the  Polynesian  Inhabitants 
of  New  Zealand.  They  will  also 
study  the  pronunciation  of  certain 
place  names  In  New  Zealand 

For  the  visit  to  Australia  the  first 
precaution  Is  not  needed.  In  Aus- 
tralia we  have,  for  the  first  time  In 
history,  a language  for  a continent 
and  a continent  fof  a language.  11 
Is  true  that  In  Lha  remoter  regions 
of  the  continent  the  Aborigines  still 
speak  their  own  languages.  These 
hold  about  the  same  place  In  Aus- 
tralia as  the  languages  of  the  Dogrlb 
Indians  and  the  lnnult  of  Baffin 
Land  do  in  Canada  The  English 
spoken  in  Australia  has  its  varlp 
lions,  some  of  which  will  be  noticed 
later.  But  English  of  one  sort  or 
another  to  the  universal  language 
In  Australia 

Place  names  are  another  matter. 
Msmy  of  these  are  of  aboriginal 
origin.  Others  are  pronounced  in 
an  original  fashion  and  offer  pit- 
falls  to  the  unlnatructed  stranger. 

Thus  Wagga  - Wagga  Is  pro- 


nounced Wogga-Wogga  when  it  Is 
not  called  Wogger.  Wangaratta  In 


familiarly  known  to  Us  citizens  as 
Wong 

PLACING  ACCENTS 
There  are  subtle  changes  In  the 
pronouncing  of  names  of  British  or 
European  origin.  Brisbane,  capital 
of  Queensland,  has  a good  Scots 
name.  The  accent  is  put  on  the 
first  syllable  and  the  second  sounds 
rather  like  — bun.  The  second 
syllable  of  Melbourne  (there  are,  by 
the  way.  three  Melboumea  In  Can- 
ada* to  also  sounded  very  like— bun. 

The  tendency  to  put  the  stress  on 
the  first  syllable  has  also  affected 
-the  originally  aboriginal  name  Can- 
berra In  spite  of  the  doubling  of 
the  *’r"  the  "e"  is  almost  slided.  The 
name  often  sounds  very  like  Caubra 
Australian  speech  has  a number 
of  unfamiliar  terms,  but  most  of 
them  offer  no  great  difficulties  to 
the  linguistic  student  A few  of 
them  are:  billy,  a can  in  which  tea 
is  made:  bluey.  a kind  of  overcoat;

LONDON  <UP>. — Britain  expects 
about  500,000  tourist*  this  year 
to  spend  between  C35.000.000 
and  £40.000,000  ($140,000,000  to 

$160,000,000). 

Britain  expects  at  least  100,000 
tourists  from  America  to  spend  £70 
to  £80  *1280  to  $320)  per  head  in 
this  country. 

"We  make  no  bones  about  It."  an 
official  of  the  travel  association  said. 
• We  want  the  dollars." 

In  12  months.  Britain  turned  out 
6 000.000  pamphlet*  and  more  than 
a dozen  travel  firm*  had  spend 
thousands  of  pounds  to  lure  tourists 
to  these  shores. 

With  an  annual  grant  of  £300.000 
• $1,200,000*,  stepped  up  from  £5.000 
• $20,000*  prewar,  Britain’s  holiday 
board  allotted  a large  sum  to  the 
travel  association  and  the  propa- 
ganda machines  began  to  propagate. 

LITERATURE  POURED  OUT 

From  the  energetic  travel  associ- 
ation headquarters  in  Piccadilly, 
"Come  to  Britain"  literature  poured 
by  tlie  ton.  Overseas  travel  agen- 
cies. shipping  companies  and  air- 
lines displayed  the  colorful  litera- 
ture, slapped  up  "Beautiful  Britain" 
posters  and  awaited  results. 

The  20-year -old  travel  association 
promised  no  beefstake*  or  ice  cream 
sodas  In  fact,  it  emphasized  that 
Britain  is  poor,  her  hotels  drab.  But 
it  pointed  out  the  blitzed  scenery, 
the  sporting  events,  including  the 
Olympic  Oames,  salmon  fishing  In 
Scotland,  hiking  everywhere 
The  bah  has  been  successful.  Tire 
tourists  are  flocking  in  by  sea  and 
air  and  eastbound  passage  before 
late  Autumn  from  tire  United  States 
Is  hard  to  get.  Travel  from  the 
Continent  is  well -booked,  too 

RULES  RELAXED 

A.h  well  as  its  financial  grant  from 
the  Government,  the  travel  associa- 
tion has  many  voluntary  subscriber* 
among  the  hotels,  travel  agencies 
and  local  councils, 


The  Government  has  done  its  bit 
to  encourage  tourism.  Tourists  from 
hard  currency  countries  — which 
means  the  United  States — now  are 
allowed  gasoline  Tor  1.600  miles  of 
motoring.  That  is  a major  Ijoon  in 
a country  whose  natives  are  refused 
petrol  for  pleasure  driving. 

In  addition,  when  he  exchanges

More  tricky  are  some  of  the  words 
that  In  Australia  have  a sense  dif- 
ferent Horn  that  in  which  they  are 
used  elsewhere  In  the  English- 
speaking  world.  To  call  a man  a 
"grafter"  in  Australia,  especially  in 
the  rural  regions,  to  a compliment, 
not  an  insult  to  be  wiped  out  Th 
blood.  Graft  means  hard  work 
(also  known  as  yakker,  a term  of 
uncertain  origin).  A grafter  to  a 
toiler,  a real  worker. 

* MATTERS  OF  MONEY 
Half  a dollar  usually  means  a 
florin  or  two  shilling  piece— there 
are  practically  no  half-crowns  in 
Australia  But  the  actual  value  of  a 
half  dollar  at  current  exchange 
rales  to  three  shillings,  one  penny 
farthing,  or  over  50  per  cent  more 
than  the  value  of  a florin. 

A Dorothy  Dlx  In  Australia,  as 
used  in  political  circles,  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  bits  of  advice  to  the 
distressed  circulated  in  North  Am- 
erica over  that  signature.  It  means 
a question  without  notice.

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LONDON  *UP*.— War  operations 
have  cost  the  young  Jewish 
republic  $20,000  per  hour,  ac- 
cording to  Israeli  sources 
War  and  defence  expenditure  at 
present  consume  some  two- thirds 
of  the  total  budget,  the  source* 
added.  They  declined,  however,  to 
give  an  over-all  figure  of  expenses 
to  date. 

Financial  and  economic  founda- 
tions have  been  seriously  shaken. 
Economic  plans  for  the  future  of 
Israel  will  have  to  be  reshaped  on 
the  basis  of  long-term  planning  and 
on  the  assumption  of  substantial 
United  Stales  financial  assistance, 
the  Sources  suggested 
Tentative  estimates  put  the  re- 
quirements for  the  next  few  years 
at  well  over  $1,000,000,000,  of  which 
at  least  half  to  expected  to  come 
from  abroad  by  way  of  credits, 
loans  and  investments 

DEVELOPMENT  PROMISED 
Large-scale  Industrial  develop- 
ment will  mark  the  Immediate  fu- 
ture once  the  political  issue  has 
been  resolved  For  some  time  to 
comr  Imports  will  considerably  ex- 
ceed exports,  Jewish  sources  added.

Still  Used

Commission  of  Six  Nations 
Promotes  Aid  to  Islands

SYDNEY.  Australia  (CP). -The 
South  Pacific  Commission  has 
established  an  effective  ad- 
ministration to  promote  the  wel- 
fare and  advancement  of  the  3.- 
000,000  natives  of  the  South  Pacific 
Islands. 

The  commission  comprising  six 
nations.  Britain,  United  States, 
France.  Holland.  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  was  formed  to  improve 
the  lot  of  the  islanders. 

First  step  towards  this  Pacific 
"get-together"  was  taken  after  the 
signing  of  the  Anzac  Pact,  a mutual 
defence  pact  between  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  Prime  Minister  Peter 
Fraser  of  New  Zealand  enthusias- 
tically supported  Dr.  H V.  Evatt, 
Australian  External  Affairs  Min- 
ister 

SUPPORT  PROPOSAL 
When  the  matter  was  brought  up 
again  In  January.  1947,  all  six  na- 
tions Interested  in  colonial  develop- 
ment and  administration  In  the 
Pacific  Islands  unanimously  sup- 
ported the  proposal  for  a perma- 
nent committee 

Although  the  PaclQc  natives 
speak  different  dialects  and  have 
different  racial  customs,  their 
problems  relating  to  health,  native 
education,  transport,  agriculture, 
are  the  same. 

Before  the  Second  World  War 
little  or  nothing  was  done  to  co- 
ordinate administrative  policy  of

FORMULATED  POLICY 
As  soon  as  the  commission  was 
constituted  on  May  11  this  year  it 
set  to  work  behind  closed  doors  to 
formulate  a policy  that  would 
make  the  best  technical  know-how 
and  scientific  research  available  to 
the  furtherance  of  the  native  cause. 

In  a report  Issued  at  the  conclu- 
sion It  wus  announced  that  the 


commission  had  introduced  meas- 
ures to  Introduce  immediately: 
Speeded  copra  output  by  the  use 
of  more-  and  better  machlnrey, 
more  ships  to  encourage  "output 
and  relieve  goods  shortage,  train- 
ing In  skilled*  trades  and  modem 
agricultural  practices,  fisheries  re- 
search to  Improve  the  present  in- 
adequate supplies,  Improved  health 
of  mothers  and  babies,  stimulation 
of  education  by  radio  and  films. 

FOR  STEADY  POSTS 
It  was  stated  that  officers  with 
the  best  scientific  and  technical 
brains  would  be  sought  to  fill  perm- 
anent positions  on  lhe  commis- 
sion* research  council. 

A secretary-general,  a deputy 
secretary-general  and  a deputy 
chairman  would  be  appointed,  and 
total  cost  of  the  venture  would  be 
shared  by  the  six  nations  con- 
cerned A working  fund  of  £40,000 
($126,000*  has  been  established 
Headquarters  of  the  permanent 
commission  would  be  etther  at  Suva 
or  Houmea.  A special  visit  would 
be  made  by  a committee  to  make< 
the  final  choice  The  next  session 
would  be  held  at  Sydney  on  Octo- 
ber 25. 

Scrap  Steel 
For  Canada 

8YDNEY  — Following  an  urgent 
appeal  from  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment. 10.000  tons  of  Australian 
scrap  steel  are  to  be  sent  to  Can- 
ada The  sale  will  relieve  a definite 
shortage  In  Canada  and  supply 
Australia  with  dollar*.  There  have 
been  inquiries  about  Australian 
steel  plates  and  sheets  for  Canada. 

Export*  to  North  American  coun- 
tries are  on  the  Increase  and  for 
the  first  nine  month*  of  this  finan- 
cial year  were  valued  at  $96,000,000. 


Kensington  Air  Station 
To  Speed  British  Service 


LONDON  (Reuters).  — A great 
stride  towards  the  streamlin- 
ing of  air  travel  and  elimina- 
tion of  those  ground  delays  which 
are  the  bugbear  of  air  travelers, 
has  been  taken  In  the  establish- 
ment, of  the  new  Kensington  air 
station  on  the  fringe  of  London's 
West  End 

Equipped  with  all  the  latest  de- 
vices to  secure  rapid  handling  or 
large  numbers  of  passengers,  this 
station.  Just  opened  by  British 
European  Airways  expects  to  deal 
with  record  numbers  of  pasaengera 
In  record  time  this  Summer. 

With  the  Olympic  Oames  at- 
tracting large  numbers  of  visitors 
to  London  and  the  reinstitutlon  of 
holidays  abroad  and  such  Interna- 
tional events  on  the  Continent  a* 
the  September  meeting  of  th# 
United  Nations  Assembly  in  Paris, 
the  new  station  has  Wn  planned 
to  handle  some  800  departing  pas- 
senger* an  hour. 

TRAFFIC  IS  HEAVY 
On  the  first  day  of  Its  operation, 
1.400  passengers  - 730  inward  and 
670  outward  — passed  through  U 
without  a hitch. 

Divided  Into  separate  arrival  and 
departure  sections,  the  new  station 
to  reminiscent  rather  of  a modem 
railroad  station  than  of  the  leis- 
urely lounge  type  of  assembly  point 


which  was  a feature  of  the  days 
when  air  travel  was  used  only  by  a 
few 

Large  Indicator  boards  directs 
the  passenger  on  arrival  to  the  ap- 
propriate departure  bay— a counter 
in  pleasing  light  oak -grained  plas- 
tic which  to  the  counter  part  of  the 
railroad  depot  platform 

The  old-time  scale*  on  which 
every  passenger  had  to  go  through 
the  process  of  being  weighed  to- 
gether with  coal,  hsmdbag  and 
anything  else  he  was  carrying,  art 
a thing  of  the  past  With  few  ex- 
ceptions, the  weight  of  passenger* 
Is  now  worked  out  to  an  average 
Only  the  luggage  goes  through  a 
much  speeded -up  weighing  process 
—to  ensure  that  nr*a  weight  to 
duly  paid  for 

But  although  the  average  length 
of  time  which  passengers  are  ex- 
pected to  spend  at  the  station  has 
been  reduced  to  between  10  and  IS 
minutes,  the  premises  are  equipped 
with  a comfortable  lounge,  a bar 
where  light  refreshments  may  be 
obtained,  a bookstall,  baggage 
checking  accommodation  and  a 
cable  nflVe  from  which  cables  may 
be  sent  lo  all  part*  of  the  world 

A new  feature  of  the  station  for 
arriving  passengers  to  a counter  at

"Hark!  Hark! 

The  dog*  do  bark. 

The  beggais  are  coming  to  town  * 

Those  words  when  written  a*  a 
Jingle  many  years  ago.  were  both 
topical  and  true London  a*  .me 


lime  swarmed  with  beggar*,  high 
class  and  low  class 

Many  professional  mendicants 
dressed  themselves  in  keeping  with 
the  parts  they  played,  and  in  those 
part*  they  were  usually  word  per- 
fect. They  had  a tale  to  tell  and 
they  told  It  well.  As  a rule  they 
were  provided  with  patter  intended, 
to  give  corroborative  details  and 
artistic  verisimilitude  to  a hat 
might  otherwise  be  a bold  and  un- 
convincing narrative.  Expert  prac- 
titioners did  very  well  and  when  off 
duty  fared  well  If  not  sumptuously 
every  day 

But  where  are  lhe  beggar*  of  yes- 
teryear? 


Before  the  first  war  and  in  th* 
Interval  between  1918.  when  "the 
war  to  end  war  ’ ended,  and  1939 
when  the  next  war  began,  it  wu 
next  to  impossible  for  anyone  to 
walk  and  aUli  less  to  saunter  along 
a London  thoroughfare,  especially 
in  the  West  End  or  near  Weil  End 
without  being  asked  for  alms  by  a 
stranger. 

It  might  be  lhat  the  unknown 
one  merely  wanted  to  be  told  torn 
Ume — the  right  time  Apparently 
he  did  not  trust  the  public  clocks. 
That  was  hto  opening  gambit  and 
a listener  who  lingered  was  lost 

Again:  Outside  Euslon  or  any 
main  line  terminus:  “Sir.  "I  hat* 
doing  this  but  I'm  in  the  very  devil 
of  a fix.  My  stuff  has  got  on  to 
the  wrong  train.  Wallet,  tickets, 
everything  in  it)  I’m  due  at  an 
urgent  conference  In  Manchester 
about  a Job  . . Now  look  herr,  be 

a good  fellow  and  lend  the  fare  . . 

Olve  me  your  name  and  address 
and  I’ll  wire  you  Lhe  money  tomor- 
row . . 

Those  fellows  and  l heir  kind 
were  of  the  higher  rank*  and  now 
and  again  they  hooked  unsophisti- 
cated travelers  from  the  province* 
or  Lrans-Atlanllc  countries  who 
fell  for  them 


It  may  be  that,  the  spirit  ol  pri- 
vate enterprise  to  falling  under  lhe 
frowns  of  a Socialist  Government 
but  It  certainly  does  appear  lhat 
the  begging  industry  to  in  a bad 
way. 

The  puzzle  to— whal  ha*  hap- 
pened to  the  small  men  -the  rank 
and  file  of  the  seekers  of  small 
change,  what  has  become  of  the 
men  who  used  to  sing  or  make 
bronchial  hoi ses  in  the  side  streets? 
Or  the  man  who  played  at  tin  whis- 
tle to  a tinkling  obbligato  of  cop- 
pers thrown  Into  his  cap7  What 
ha*  become  of  the  man  with  a 
piano-organ?  Where  to  the  ex- 
service  man  whose  medal  ribbons 
range  from  Ashanti  to  Archangel 
who  offers  grubby  and  dog-eared 
print*  of  verses  alleged  to  be  of 
hto  own  composition?

To  be  personal  This  happened 
to  me.  I stood  one  evening  at  the 
entrance  to  a London  hospital 
chatting  with  a medical  friend  As 
we  parted,  a quickly -dressed  and 
pleasantly -spoken  man  of  50  or  so 
crossed  the  road  and  asked  for 
help  Introducing  himself,  he  ex- 
plained that  he  had  formerly  been  > 
a dispenser  at  the  hospital  , . . 
bad  health  . . . lost  hto  Job  Then 
he  said:  "May  I show  you  my  cre- 
dentials, *lr?"  I looked  through, 
they  seemed  authentic 

A few  months  later  I left  Lin- 
colns Inn  (a  home  of  lawyers  in 
London*  one  evening.  A quietly- 
dressed,  pleasantly-spoken  man  of 
50  or  so  spoke  to  me  He  asked  for 
help.  He  introduced  himself  as  an 
old  scribe" — a description  which 
meant  that  he  was  a man  who  cop- 
ied out  In  handwriting  legal  docu- 
ment* for  solicitors  Things  were 
bed  eyesight  failing  . . , then 
he  said:  "May  I show  you  my  cre- 
dentials, *lr'>”  He  showed  me  a se- 
lection of  testimonial*  from  sev- 
eral well-known  firms  ef  law  sta- 
tioners 1 scrutlntoed  them  Then 
I sold  "I  would  like  to  compare 
these  with  your  credentials  as  a 
hospital  dispenser  " Whereupon  he 
snatched  hto  pepera  and  departed 
at  qseed  Into  the  night.
